keys, but also to establish a good 
market for chickens of the proper sort. 
Not so much encouragement, how- 
ever, is given in raising geese and 
ducks. : 

It has been found after, the experi- 
ences of last year’s ‘operations 
that only certain breeds of fowl 
are suitable for that. particular, and 
capricious market. Any of the larger 
breeds will, of course, do, but a strong 
preference is given the Plymouth 
Rocks and Wyandottes. These, where 
tried, have proven themselves, the best 
general purpose fowl, being hardy 
enough to endure our severe winters 
and proving themselves good flesh- 
formers and egg-producers. _ 5 

Knowing that farmers will find 
these fowl much more profitable, and 
at the same time be enabled, by se- 
curing them, to co-operale in bring- 
ing our chickens into favon in Great 
Britain, an effort is being mode to in- 
troduce them as extensively as pos- 
sible. Mhis matter was proposed last 
year to many leading farmers and 
seemed to meet with their strongest 
approval, as heretofore practically no 
market had been given for chickens. 

Last year, when buying the fowl, 
it was found that only: a very small 
percentage was of the kind desired. 
Other varieties were bought, Lui did 
not prove at all sitisfactory, so that 
this year more care will be exercis- 
ed and only first-class fowl taken, for 
which a liberal price will be paid. It 
is more than probable that the price 
will vary according to the weight and 
condition of birds. The cprice last 
year wus 6 1-2c. and, 7c. a pound live 
weight, some bringing over a dollar 
a pair. : 

Now, in order to aid farmers who 
are anxious to co-operate with this 
enterprise, arrangements are being 
made wilh those who are handling 
well-bred Plymouth Rocks and Wyan- 
do({les for setlings of eggs, during the 
spring months.

MR. GEO. M'HUGH, M.P., REVIEWS 
CLAIMS OF THE FARMERS: 


Interesting Correspondence on the Sub- 
ject is Quoted—_Facts in Connection 
with the Dispute Clearly Presented. 

The petition of the land owners along 
the river and Cro.s Creeks for the removal 
of the brackeb boards from the dam at 
Lindsay was heard before the Min{stera of 
Justice and of Pubilc Worka and Pust- 
master-Geoeral, a Ottawa, ou the 15th 
fost. 

The respondents who oppo3ed the re. 
™maval of the boards were, The Flavelle 
Milling Company, the owners of steam- 
boats on these waters, the town of Lind- 
eay, the Lindsay board of health, and the 
council and people cf the vilage of Port 
Perry. The case of the petltionera was 
ably presented by Mr. George McHugb, 
M.P,,and Mr, R, J, M:Laaghlin, Mr. D, 
O'Connell, reeve of Ops, was also prezenb 
In the Interest of the petitioners. The 
case of the several respondents also was 
ably presented by Mr. S. H. Blake, Q.c, 
Mr, N. A. Belcourt, Q.C,, M.P., and Mr, 
Thos. Stewart; Mr, Pardy, reeve of Port 
Perry, was al-o present on bebalf of hia 
town, and was heard, ag were also Capt. 
George Crandell aud Capt, Carnegle, on 
behalf of naylgation, Mr. L Barnett, 
M.P, for South Ontarlo, also opposed the 
p:tition fa the interest cf the public heal.h 
and of navigation. 

The claims of both sldes were gtrong’y 
pub forth. The petitioners claim that their 
lands aca {pjured by the backing of the 
water, and the respondents, the mill own- 
ers, claim a yested right, and that many 
of the land owners have been either com- 
peneated already or have pald a corresponé- 
Ingly small price for the lands because of 
the overflow, and at all events that the 
great majority of the land owners have 
accepted their lands under the existing 
state of circumstances, The mill owners 
also urge In defence that they have already 
spenb oyer $5,000 defending successfully 
an action in the interest of the la.d own- 
ere. The other respondents claim tha it 
{s vital in the ioteres!s of the public health 
In the town of Lindsay, the village of Port 
Perry, and elsewhere, and In the interests 
of navigation, that the boards be retalned 
in the fature asin the past, All the re- 
spondents also claim that the injary of any 
ig nob nearly so great as alleged by the 
petitioners, and in any case it {s 2 matter 
that should be left ta the courts, particu- 
larly when so many thouzands of aollara 
nave already been spent by the mill own- 
ers ip defending their title. 

Without wishing to inflaence public 
opinion on the merits of the case before 
the authorities, we publish below the 
speech of Mr. McHugh, M.P., befcre the 
Ministers: 

Ottawa, Feb. 15.h. 

GENTLEMEN,—This petition, whica I had 
the honor of presenting to you, comes from 
farmers owning land along the shores of 
the Ssugog River and Its affluents I 
think the petitioa covers fairly well the 
causa of complaint, so that I need not 
dwell on that point, 

I will, in as brief a manner a3I possibly 
can, proceed to point out to yon as they 
occur to meé some of the reasons why I 
think thelprayer of the petitioners should 
be granted. 

Thope it will not be considered out of 
pase for me, at this stage of the proceed- 
ngs. to state that whilst Iam herein the 
capacity of a member of prilamert, I am 
also one of your petitioners. We are not 
asking for favors against the vested tights 
of anyone; favors of that kind should not 
and I Know would nob be granted, if they 
were asked. 

lam here as one of your humble peti- 
tloners, and sll weask for at your handa 
is justice; restore tous our rights by the 
removal of a burden placed upon us by an 
order of your Department, an order that 
was obtained, if not ia a doubtful way, 
was at least obtained without either the 
knowledge or consent of your petitioner. 

As the petition sets forth, a dam was 
erected on the River Scugog in the year 
1843. No bracket boards were used on 
said dam until the year 1817, when in com- 
pliance with a petition from the then mill 
owners the Board of Works granted the 
following order, which bears the date, 5th 
of June, 1847.

AN OMEMEE BOY GIVES HIS AC 
COUNT OF AFFAIRS IN SOUTH 
AFRICA. 

Sends Greeting to Friends—A Few Ex- 
changes of Shots With the Enemy— 

About the Gength of Stay. 


The following letters from Sargt. J. M. 
McCrea, of Omemee, to his sisters, are 
published in the Omemee Mirror. They 
arrived February 15th. 

Belmont, Cape Colony, 
Jan. 10th, 1900. 


Dear Flora,—The sketches you find on 

this sheet are not mine. Paper is getting 
-ecarce, and I found thisin an old Muncey 
Magazine. Defugees continue to come 
in twos and threes, black and white. Jf 
they won't fight the Boers order them ty 
leave, Yesterday aw. we sent a column 
into the O.F. State, consisting of 24 Cos. 
B.O.R., 2 Moxim guns, 1 Co. Queensland 
Mounted Infantry, 2 guns Royal Horse 
Artillery. Of coarse they hed transport 
and rations. The column returned this 
a.m., and report having seen a few Boers, 
who skedaddled without waiting to ex- 
change shuts, They had evidently been 
having dinner at a farm house. The 
column alao saw 700 Lancers from Mod- 
der River. Boch parties took the other 
for Boers, but luckily neither fired. The 
range at which rifle fire commences is 
so great that it is difficult to tell whether 
they are friends or fues, They brought 
in some cattle and horses and one wagon. 
Tho column that wen! to Douglass brought 
in a water cart—something our Reg. was 
badly in need of. At 11 4.m.a Battery— 
87ch—of Reyal Artillery arrived here, 
had dinver, and marched on to Enalin. 
Tt consists of 6 guns, 5 in. bore, using 
lyddite shells, Ivisa part of the siege 
train for Magorsfontein. The British 
have made a lot of blunders for which 
Geu,. Buller will get the blame and by 
which Lord “Bibs” will profit. Tho 
degenerate Boer is able to fizht “some” 
yet. If wecould unly provoke them to 
attack it would be different, but they 
hold a guod position ond stay with it, 
Tho British, 1 guesa, have determined to 
shell them out instead of throwing away 
intantry, a3 they did at Magersfontein, 

Jan, 12:h.—Yeaterday two trains carry- 
ing the ammunition column for the 87ch, 
6lat and G5:h Batteries, went up, hia 
noon a train with 447 GA. puns and 
ammunition transport aud men went up. 
Four more guns the same and 8 G O are to 
follow. All these use lyddite. There 
will surely be something of a dust when 
operations begin again,

Albany on Monday, constituling 
marital infidelity a misdemeanor, 


punishable ag such. Bishop Doane, of 
the Episcopal church is understood; to 
be the suggester of Lhe measure, and, 
at any rate, he announces himself as 
strongly in favor of it, saying that it 
las been prepared in response to “a 
movement to put the sinners against 
purity of both sexes on the same 
ground by affixing a penally to the 
ecime of adultery.” 

@hat there should be such equality, 
in the treatment of the offence is 
sound theoretically and in morals, In 
this Republic generally the iaw recog- 


wife, constituting the prime 
for divorce. 
law makes a radical distinclion 
logical grounds. 
divorce in case of simple, adultery by 
the wife, but not to the wife in the 
ease of the husband's infidelity. To 
get a full divorce she must not only.

Bishop Doane contends that 
this pals a premium on marital in- 
fiedlity in this State; but might not 
the Jaw advocated by him tend Lo pre- 
vent the punishment of adullery by 
divoree and the obtaining of (hat 
remedy by the aggrieved partly lo a

loath Lo give the evidence if its effect 
would be to bring upon the guillyone 
subsequent prosecution and conviction 
of a mjsdemeanor.

Paragraph 4 states;—‘‘Ila the year 1843 
the sald government for its own purposes 
constructed the present dam whioh Injured 
aod rendered useless the sald mill site of 
Pardy aforesaid, whereupoithe Proylace 
of Canada granted to Purdy the sald new 
dam ond mi)) site and lands In connection 
therewith, 

Bat, mark you, In that grant there was 
no right given nor was there any privilege 
given to ralse the water a foot higherthan 
the dam ss it then existed, nor was there 
any allowance made for the use cf a flash- 
beard to pen back the waters until the 
grant by the order of the Sth of June, 1817. 

Paragraph 6 says :—“‘Daring the paricd 
ol the spring freshets the land in thad 
neighborhood fs always largely overflowed, 
The effect of the bracket boards is not to 
cause a greater overflow cf the water thaa 
would take place if the bracket boards were 
not puton the dam,” 

I will mezely ask that you uee your own 
judgment In dealing with that portion of 
this paragraph, 

They then go on to say—''Tbe bracket 
boards cannot be used untll the water has 
considerably abated, and it is only when 
the water has lowered considerably that 
the bracket boards are placed upon the 
daw, ete.”

In Paregraph 7 It Is stated:—“Moat ot 
the petitlonera purchased and hold thelr 
lands under special patents limiting the 
quantities of land graated by the Crown, 
so that the patentee only pald for and got 
4 grant for the unflooded lands, In other 
cases the Crown reserved the right to flood 
to the extent of the dam, two feab higher 
than the present erection.” 

In reply to this psrgraph I will pub In 
certifed copes of the patents to some four 
thousands acres of land In Ops, and which 
I have come acrcs3 in my preparation for 
the argument of this case. All these 
patents are without any reservations, very 
many of them cer’ously injured from the

servitude, In dry seasons his land 
would be kept wet, which otherwise 
might be dry. But the construction 
I feel bound to place upon this grant 
creates the difference in the cases.’' 

Judge Osler, Ont. Appeal Reports, 
Vol, 17, page 377-378, in the case says: 
“As I rest my decision’ upon the con- 
struction of (he patent, it is nol neces- 
sary to advert to the effect of the 
alleged interruption in the use of the 
bracket, or to Lhe other questions ar- 
gued. I think the appeal must be 
allowed, and the action dismissed.”

Officially, Lord Roberts wires that 
he has scattered the advance com- 
mandoes of the reinforcements that 
were striving to reach Gen. Cronje. 
Tt is regarded as singular that Lord 
Roberts, wiring Wednesday, should 
not mention the appeal for an armis- 
tice on the previous day, and also 
that the War Ollice should withhold 
good news, if it had any. 

Without trying to reconcile even the 
scanty materials at hand, it seems 
plain that Gen. Cronje is in a bad 
and even a desperate situation, and 
that the British are pressing their 
advantage. 

The War Office, for the first time, 
has given out an official compiliation 
of the British losses, The total is 
11,208 to Feb, 17. This does not in- 
clude, therefore, Lord Roberts’ recent 
losses, nor the Wiltshire prisoners. 

The Press Association learns that 
the British losses at MKoodoosrand 
were 700. 

Croujo Must Fight to a Finish. 

Cape Town, Thursday morning, 
Feb, 22. — In reply to Gen. Cronje's 
request for an armistice for 24 hours 
to. allow him to bury his dead, Lord 
Kitchener told the Boer commander 
that he must fight to a finish or sur- 
render unconditionally. Gen. Cron.e’s 
position is reported hopeless. The 
British have occupied Barkley West.

No other construction 
can be placed upon the three days’ 
silence of Lord Roberts. Yet no one 
Sees how it is humanly possible, 
judging from the descriptions of his 
situation Wednesday morning, for him 
to resist so long. 

“Ténglishmen feel something like 
pride in Cronje, even as a foe,’’ says 
The Daily News. “Ina Position cov- 
ering only a square mile, hemmed in 
on all sides, circled with a chain of 
fire from rifle, Maxim. and howitzer, 
played on by deadly lyddite, burst- 
ing in ils own sickly green light, his 
hastily built trenches enfiladed by a 
Stream of lead sweeping down in the 
river from the north bank, General 
Cronje still elects to fight. It is 
magnificent courage." 

Gen. Cronje’s wife is described by 
the prisoners as urging him to  sur- 
tender in order to save the lives of 
his men, but he would not. 

The British cavalry patrols sent by 
Lord Methuen north of Kimberley 
discovered the Boers concentrating, 
Whether for offence or defenco, is 
simply conjecture.

CANADIANS IN IT AGAIN. 


Smith-Dorrien Worked on the North, 
While Knox's Brigade Was South 
of the River, 


Paardeberg, Orange Tree State, 
Wednesday, Pel. 21.—The fourth 
day of Gen. Cronje’s fine defence 
opened in startling fashion. Soon af- 
ter dawn a most terrific rattle of 
rife fire broke out, waking the 
sleeping camp. It soon developed 
that the Gloucesters and Essex had 
lost their way and had bivouacked 
in error close to the Boer laager 
on the north side of the river. Tho 
enemy fusiladed, but the British 
casualties were practically none. 


The Canadians Were in It. 


There was desultory firing all day 
long on both the south and north 
banks, Gen. Knox's brigade holding 
and pushing forward the line south 
of the river, while Gen. Smith-Dor- 
rien, on the north side, worked tow- 
ards the laager. Meanwhile General 
French advanced, in a far easterly 
direction, near a kopje held by a 
strong force of Cronje’s men, rein- 
forced by a Ladysmith contingent. 
At the same time Gen. Broadwood’s 
Brigade, with a batte y of horse 
artillery, took up positions to the 
left and rear of the same kopje. 


Tried to Run the Gauntlet, 


The front of the hill was thor~ 
oughly searched by the raking fire. 
Suddenly the Boers bolted from every 
side towards Gen. French, who head- 
ed towards the drift, shelling vigor- 
ously. Many were killed by shrapnel 
and about 40 were captured. 

Ovr first contact with the Lady- 
smith Boers was singularly unfort- 
unate for them. A reat deal of for- 
age, provisions and equipment was 
captured, and the kopje was frequent- 
ly dotted with blood, showing that 
many wounded had been removed. 

Many Dead aud 


Wounded Geers. 

A British doctor, who visited the 
Boer lines to see the Wounded, found 
the trenches along the river full of 
Wounded and saw many dead, The 
Position to-day is Practically the 
same. The Boers are strengthening 
their entrenchments around the laager 
but the case is hopeless. The capture 
of the kopje to-day has given the Bri- 
tisha splendid Position, and will pre 


vent a Boer relieving force reaching 
Cronje. 
Everybody admires the splendid 


stand of the burghers, but, from a 
humanitarian point of view, it is 
considered that further resistance on 
the part of Gen. Cronje would be 
criminal. 


Offered a Sufo Conduct. 


To-day Gen. Roberts sent General 
Cronje an offer for a safe conduit for 
the women and children, together 
With a free pass to any point for 
them, and also an offer of doctors 
and medicine. Cronje's reply was a 
curt refusal, and desultory shelling 
Was resumed. 

The Shropshires had done excellent. 
work, under a galling fire, since Sun- 
day, and they were relieved by the 
Gordons to-day, 2 

During the artillery firing last even- 
ing, the mules of the 82nd Battery, 
which had -remained hitched to the 
carriage, suddenly stampeded and 
galloped off en masse, but to-day the 
Wagons, with one exception, were re- 
covered. Gen. French has sent in 75 
prisoners. A British patrol 
miles to the west discovered 30 Boers 
wandering away and corralled them. 
Altogether this force has already cap- 
tured 460 of the enemy, while many 
dead Boers have been seen. The Brit- 
ish prisoner are all depressed at the 
Present course of the war, and they 
comment bitterly upon Gen. Cronje’s 
Persistence, which they call “mur 
der."" 

Thursday's Nrave Doince. 

Paardeberg, Orange Free State, 
Thursday, Feb, 22. — Artillery shell- 
ing continued during the early part of 
Jast night. As soon as the last. gun

Sterkstroom, Sunday, Feb. 25.—A 
reconnaissance yesterday in force, un- 
der Gen. Gatacre, with cight guns, 
found the Boers occupying a ridge 
three miles beyond Molteno, in the 
Stromberg direction. 

Montmorency'’s Scouts charged the 
Boers, who crept round the Scouts’ 
flank, pouring in a deadly fire. The 
Scouts were finally compelled to re 
tire, having lost heavily. Fourteen 
men are missing. 

Killed at schoemen's Farm. 

Sterkstroom, Feb. 25.—Gen. Gatacre 
has issued a divisional order announc- 
ing the killing at Schoemen’s Farm 
yesterday of Capt. Montmorency, 
commanding Montmorency’s Scouts, 
and Lieut.Col. F, H. Hoskier of the 
Third Middlesex Volunteer Artillery. 

Buller’s Casualties Keb. 22. 

London, Feb. 26.—The War Office 
received on Saturday from General 
Buller a Jist of casualties resulting 
from the fighting of Feb. 22, as fol- 
lows: 5 

Killed—Lieut. the Hon. R. Cath- 
cart (son of Lord Cathcart) of the 
Rifle Brigade; Lieuts, Coe and Park- 
er of the Lancashire Regiment. 

Wounded—Fourteen officers,  in- 
cluding Major-Gen. Wynne and Col. 
Harris of the East Surreys. 

Attacked the British Outports. 


London, Feb. 25.—(2.55 p.m.)—The War 
Office publishes the following despatch 
from Lord Roberts: 

“Paardeberg, Feb. 24.—(12.20 p.m.)—Par- 
ties of Boers recently arrived from Natal 
attacked our outposts In force agaln yes‘or- 
day. 

“They lost s good many killed and wound- 
ed anit nearly 100 prisoners, Including a 
commandant and three field cornets, 

“Our casualtles were four officers wound- 
ed, nlne men killed, 23 men wounded, two 
men missing. 

“On the 2ist and 22nd one officer and 13 
men were wounded. 

“Six men were wounded yesterday by 
hollow-nosed Mauser bullets. The nickel 
ease is silt with four slits, making the piro- 
<ttile of the most expansive and explo 
iy Dature possime. A wounded Boer 
brought to our hospital yesterday had 60 
of the bullets Im bis pockets. 

“During. the advance to and seizure of 
Kimberley, the casualties were: Officers, 
2 killed, 13 wounded; men, 4 killed, 73 
wounded." 

The officers’ casualties had previously 
been reported. 


Colenso, Natal, Saturday, Feb. 24.—The 
Boers, who had been reinforced, made a 
stand on Thursday at Grobler’s Kloof and 
on a range of bills ru: east. They had 
been forced from all thelr positions on the 
right. 

Lyttleton’s Division Advanced. 


Gen. Lyttleton’s @iyision, on Thursday, 
advanced under cover of the kopjes. ‘Ihe 
Boers fired a Creasot and a “Long Tom.” 
The British artillery was well sheltered in 
the action at daybreak and until late in 
the afternoon, when a heavy rifle tire on 
both sides developed. 

The British infantry had adyanced a 
mile and a half and a continuous fire was 
kept up until after dark. 


Boers Stuck to Their Positions, 


The Boers stuck to their positions, The 
British artillery fire was irregular. A few 
salyoes were sent towards the thickly wood- 
ed spots and ravines from which the Boer 
Gre was heaviest. 


Gen, Wynne Wounded. 


‘The Boers sent shells Into the beadquar- 
ters’ baggage, close to the hospital, but no 
material damage was done. 

Gen, Wynne was slightly wounded. 

Another Scare Report. 


Tondon, Feb. 26—The Standarl bas the 
following from Cape Town, dated Saturday: 
A proclamation has been read annexing the 
Prieska district to the Free State, and all 
loyal British have been given eight days to 
quit the place. 

I am assured by refugees from Prieska 
that unless troops are speedil~} sent there 
the whole northern district will risa.

Prof, Robertson Gives Figures of War 


Office Purchases in Canada, 


Montreal, Feb. 26. — The amount 
expended for Canadian products by the 
Imperial War Office for use in the 
John. So far, he says, the War Ofm- 
ce has purchased 12,000 tons of hay, 
besides 600 tons of flour, 120,000 
tins of jam and seven carloads of 
corned beef, all! being put up in 
Canada. He says the price of hay 
has increased $2 a ton, and. he add- 
ed: “Hon. Mr. Fisher has received 
cables from the War Office expressing 
the greatest satisfaction at the quali- 
ty of the hay, the corned beef and 
flour. 

First Time It Hus Happened. 

“This is the first time the War 
OMice has purchased so extensively in 
Canada, and the products of the Do- 
minion having given them such good 
staisfaction I believe the present war 
will make both the British army and 
navy extensive customers of Canada. 

“The hay has been secured in East- 
ern Ontario, Quebec and New Bruns- 
Wick; the corned beef in Montreal and 
Toronto; the flour from the Lake of 
the Woods people, and the jams from 
the Simcoe Canning Company, Hamil- 
ton. The hay is prepared so as to 
occupy one-third less _spaco than for

In both the Ontario legislature and 
ih» Dominion parlinment the, proposal 
that Canada should go into ths beet 
sugar industry has come up again, and 
although iaiked of for a long time, 
there is now some likelihood o7 results 
being <¢ ompli h d. Whe sucozss that 
Germany has made of the beet sugar 
business is kuown to iho world. Even 
jin tha markets of Great Britain, the 
beet sugar of Germany has driven out 
th» cans sugar of the Brit’sh cotonies, 
and the great refineries of England 
have mostly sbut down and gone jnto 
the manufacture of jams and othen 
preparations, in which German sugar 
can be used. Sugar his now become 
almost the chief export of Germany. 
(Tha question is, cam Canada grow the 
beets and make the sugar necessary, 
for her own use. Naturally, the first 
proposition is that a bounty shall be 
granted, as was done in Germany, to 
encourage the enterprise. 

During tho last three years, big 
steps have been taken in the United 
States. to esta h the beel sugar in- 
dust-y. In Michigan ihere are eight 
factories, all doing well, and ths oldest 
has been in operation only three years. 
In twelve different states experiments 
in beet growing have been made, and 
factories established, cosling about 
$750,000 exch. Michigan is next door 
to Ontario, and if th» industry can 
flourish there it should do so here. 
The amount of sugar consumed each 
yeur in Canada would, it is estimated, 
occupy sixty Jarge faclories in ful 
operation. 

In Michigan the average yield per 
acre is 15 tons, while experiments 
made in Ontario show an average yield 
of 18.2 tons. The cost of production 
in both case ig about the same per 
acre. Both in Michigan and in On-} 
tario, the yield per acre is much hign-

The public 
accounts would show a cash surplus 
vi about $800,100 for the last two 
years, He took the ground in his 
Whitby speech that if the finances 
permitted he wonld carry out cer- 
tain practical mesures. He was not 
reckless enough to promise more mon- 
ey for education, agriculture, etc., un- 
lecs the finances did permit. 

It was only fair and right that the 
lurge corporations which had thriven 
on account of the country’s prosperi- 
ty should contribute some measure of 
taxation to these objects.

Coming to the nickel ques- 
tion he said it was not true that o 
considerable percentage of the nickel 
mining lands had been sold. There 
was o large area yet embraced in the 
Crown domain, There was no difi- 
culty in reaching those exporting 
nickel matte by imposing a tax, with 
a drawback in case the ore Was re- 
fined at home. “Ontario’s product 
for Ontario's sons’? was their policy 
—mnuch like the N.P. which hon. gen- 
Uemen opposite supported, The Con- 
servative party were insincere. They 
condemned (the Government for not 
putting au embargo on nickel ore be- 
fore, yet their party when in power 
at Ottawa had never imposed an ex- 
port duty. The Onposition leader 
seemed to favor public ownership of 
railroads. Some progress had been 
made in that direction. Electric rail- 
Wity companies were already practi- 
cally partners with the cities of To- 
ronto and Hamilton, and it was pro- 
posed as regurds new railways subsi- 
dized that they should be made part- 
ners with the Government and under 
obligation to transport setUlers into 
New Ontario at very low rates, so 
that the Province would get the 
benefit,

construction, and Mr, Whitney had 
also shifted his ground in udvocating 
fa consultative committee to act with 
the Minister of Education, No such 
system, however, would be salisfac- 
tory unless the principle of Minister- 
jal responsibilita were miuintained. 
he Timber 
The Opposition claimed that they 
bad orivinated the Government's 
timber policy. As a matter of favF 
the provision was introduced in ré- 
gard to sales effected in 1890 that 
tho timber cut should be manufactur- 
ed in this country. The Opposition 
had no resolution upon the records 
prior to that date urging the general 
adoption of this restriction, Te fay- 
ored a cautious and consorvative pol- 
icy as regards timber with the object 
of preventing the while pine being 
eut away too rapidly They were 
setting apart forest reserves in the 
hope of maintaining the supply. A 
similar policy was being pursued 
with regard to pulpwood. The Op- 
posilion did not seem to have it in 
its heart either to construct a policy 
of its own or to heartily congratu- 
Jate and co-operate with the Govern- 
ment, on what it was doing for the 
development of the province, The 
government had the confidence of the 
people as shown by the return of ils 
members, and there general successes 
at the polls. He was proud that 
his name had been hyphenated with 
Mr. Hardy owing to the latter's 
kindness of heart. But he could 
stand alono without the hyphen. 
(Applause.)

After Recers. 
The Premier on reswning his speech 
dealt. with the Cotimission to inves- 
digate election irregularities. This 


was not intended or promised to be 
a general investigation but solely 
into the West Elgin case. He con- 


trasted the cow of the Government 
in instituting this investigation with 
that previowsly pursued and held 
that they were entitled to some con- 
sideration for the stand they had 
token. Fe deprecated as much as 
any one the irregularities that had 
occurred and dolored the epidemic 
of corruption that had prevailed not 
only in Ontario but jn other parts 
of the Dominion during the last two 
years specifying some of the more 
notorious instances. Whether the 
practices purstied by the Conserva- 
tives during their term of power at 
Ottawa had anything to do with 
infecting the Liberals he could not 
say. But because Conservatives had 
acted wrongly in the matter that 
Was no justification or excuse for 
Liberals and he would not for a 
moment think of advancing the tu 
quoque argument. The Conserva- 
tives had always stood in the way 
of any movement tending to purify 
elections. It took a quarter of a 
century or more before the Liberals 
were able to shorten the period of 
election to one day. Simultaneous 
elections and the ballot were secured 
by the Liberals against the strong 
opposition of the Conservatives. The 
saine was the case as regards the 
trial of controverted elections by the 
judges. It was therefore unfair to 
charge the Liberal party as a party 
with favoring methods adverse to 
political morality. The West Elgin 
case had peculiarly heinous features. 
The purchase of votes was not so 
bad as the violation of the sacred- 
ness of the ballot box, The Govern- 
ment had no official Information that 
yany similar regularities prevailed 
elsewhere. Moreover as the election 
proceedings at North Waterloo had 
not terminated the Government could 
not legally issue a Commission in re 
gard to that constituency. Had a 
general commission for enquiry been 
issued {t would have involved three- 
fourths of the elections {In the prov- 
ince and another general olection 
would have come about long before 
they could possibly report. Fifty- 
six cases which had come before the 
courts and been dismissed would re- 
quire to be re-opened at endless ex- 
pense. They would be open to the 
charge of setting themselves above 
the courts. There had to be a limit 
and the West Elgin case appeared to 
be the most glaring of any. When 
Mr. Whilney had eloquently denounc- 
ed Liberal corruption, he altogether 


failed to say a word of censuro 
j against his own party. The Prem- 
ior proceeded to recall some of the 
more notorious cases of corruption 
more especially the conspiracy to 
purchase members of the Legislature 
worse cven than the West Elgin case. 
(Applause.) The honorable gentle 
men had a habit of passing portfol- 
ios around.

DEBATE TO FINISH WEDNESDAY. 


Mr, J. J. Foy Urges

Among Liberals. 


Toronto, Feb. 24. — The Speaker 
of the Legislature drew attention to 
a frequent breach of Parliamentary 
rules by one member addressing him- 
self personally to another. Such 
phrascology as ‘‘You have said this,”’ 
elc., Was quite inadmissible accord- 
ing to British usage. He hoped both 
sides of the House would bear this in 
mind, 

Mr. Foy. 

Mr. Foy resumed the debate on the 
address. He claimed that the Prem- 
jer could not escape from responsi~ 
bility for the actions of the former 
Government. He agrecd that the 
sawlog legislation of 1898 was wise 
but it ouglLt to have been enacted 
years before. The Government in 
ils course as zegards the exportation 
of saw logs and pulp wood had 
adopted the protective policy which 
they had for years been reviling. 
Why was not the Order-in-Council 
prohibiting the export of nickel ore 
made years ago? Mr. Foy then de 
voted sone attention to the  Pro- 
vincial finances contending that the 
Government claims as to surplus 
could not be verified. He urged 
greater promptness in the disposal of 
election petitions. He dealt at some 
length with the West Elgin election 
case and the destruction of the bal- 
lots claiming that the loss ought to 
have been arnounced before. The 
scope of the Commission was alto- 
gether too limited. Immunity should 
have been offered to witnesses Who 
would come forward to testify. The 
instructions had been so framed that 
the acts of the outsiders who came 
into the constituency could not be 
investigated. There was yet an op- 
portunity to rectify this mistake and 
order a full and proper  investiga- 
tion. 

Premler Corrects n Wixstatement. 

Ifon. G. W. Ross correcting a mis- 
statement of the previous speaker 
said that what he had claimed 
in regard to tho financial 
situation was that the cash balances 
In their favor for 1898 and 1899 
amounted to $800,000. This was 
fully borne out by the statement of 
the Treasurer. 

Mr. §. Clark. 

Mr. S. Clark said that the hon. gen- 
tlemen opposite taunted the Adminis- 
{ration as being a ‘‘pea jacket Goy- 
ernment,’’ but they had never had 
even a monkey jacket. Te did not 
know what on ecarth the Opposition 
would have found to talk about if 
the unfortunate West Elgin occur- 
rences had not taken place. In _ his 
own constiluency the ballot boxes 
were opened and votes changed by 
Conservatives and equally flagrant 
acts had been perpetrated by the 
party in other places. Corruption 
had been ten times as bad among the 
Conservatives as among Liberals, as 
history would show. Mr. Foy had 
said there was no demand for a 
financial cominission, but on every 
platform during the campaign the 
statement was made that the Goy- 
ernment had no surplus. The state 
ments of the Treasurer were not. ac- 
cepted. The Government had taken 
up the Opposition’s challenge and the 
report of the commission would — set 
the ery that the Government had no 
surplus forever at rest. He hoped 
that the Government would spend 
their surplus freely, for the object 
of Government was not to hoard up 
money but to expend it judiciously in 
advancing the public interests and 
helping those who could not help 
themselves He moved the adjourn- 
ment of the debate. 

An Oposition Amendment, 

After some discussion between the 
Premier and Mr, Whitney, the House 
was adjourned until Tuesday, the Op- 
position leader intimating that they 
inight moye an amendment on that 
day and would be prepared to bring 
the debate to a close on Wednesday.

ROBERTS AND KITCHENER, 


How tho Two Generals Planned Campalcn 
ou the Voyace. 


London, Feb. 26. — I. N. Ford ca- 
bles The New York Tribune: The con- 
ditions under which the new cam- 
paign was planned in South Africa 
by Gen. Roberts and Gen, Kitchener 
on the voyage to the Cape, are de 
scribed in a letter from an officer on 
Gen. Kelly-Kenny’s staff, which TI 
have seen. ‘This officer had anticipat- 
ed seeing something of the two fam- 
ous generals on the ship, but was 
disappointed. Gen. Roberts appeared 
on deck at 6 o'clock every morning, 
and walked up and down briskly for 
two hours. Promptly at S o'clock 
he turned to his chief-of-staff with an 
abrupt cat. Gen, Kitchener, alert in 
response, “Here,  sir,’’ was always 
on hand, and the next moment the 
conqueror of Kandahar and the con- 
queror of Omdurman would disappear 
from the deck and not be, seen again 
until the next morning at the same 
early hour. A large cabin had been 
reserved for Gen, Roberts’ use, and 
there he remained busy day after day 
with his chief-of-staff, until midnight, 
with no interruption, except at short 
intervals for meals, and no visitors, 
unless members of his staff, were 
summoned. <A short stroll on deck 
at midnight capped the day’s work, 
and the two generals then turned in. 
This order was followed day after 
day until the ship anchored at Cape 
Town, and the campaign which had

The cost of construction 
and maintenance) increases in propor- 
tion to the traffic. It is unfair to 
charge those living near the town 
with the cost of keeping the roads 
to support th» traffic froma distance ; 
so unfinir as to cause discouragement 
and often withdraw support. 

Property is very largely valued ac- 
cording to distance from the market, 
and the convenience with which the 
market; can be reached. Property a 
long distance from the market is af- 
fected to a greater extent by 
bad condition of the repds than is 
property near the market. Good 
roads are therefore of as great ‘value 
to townships a long distance from 
the market (own as those in the im- 
mediate vicinity. , 

The conference took steps towards 
memorializing the legislature of the 
province aid to municipalities in 
the building of permanent roads. A 
letter from Judge R, S Woods, of 
Chatham, was read to the conference, 
suggesting that an equitable meth- 
od of providing the requisite funds, 
would be for the government to 
contribute one-third, the counties one- 
third, and the local municipalities one- 
third of the cost. Your representa- 
tives venture to remark that. in this 
way the taxation would be fairly dis-

BOERS RETIRE IN CONFUSION. « 


How an Elementury Principle of Stratesy 
Succeeded at Osfoutein. 


London, March 8.—{4 a.m.)—Lord 
Roberts wired yesterday morning 
from Osfontein and in the evening 
from Poplar Grove, 14 miles  east- 
ward. By an application of the 
elementary principle of strategy, the 
Boer positions, 15 miles long across 
his path, have been emptied, and 
their holders have been obliged 
retire in confusion, consequent upon 
hasty withdrawals. 


Nothing was done by Lord Rob- 
erts to disturb the symmetry, the 


deadly ingenuity of the Boer trench- 
es in front of him, He marched out 
infantry, estimated from the com- 
mands made, at 30,000 men, and 
sent 10,000 horsemen and horse ar- 


tillery in a bold sweep around the 
Boer left, whereupon the Boer 
centre and right became untenable. 


Fifty Dritish fell when the cavalry 
came into contact with the Boers. 
Yhe correspondents differ as to the 
enemy’s strength. The.Daily Mail's 
representative thinks the Boers num- 
ber something more than 4,000. The 
Daily News’ man estimates them at 
10,000. As these figures come from 
observers at headquarters, it is clear 
that Lord Roberts’ foree was  over- 
whelmingly superior. He can scarce- 
ly have fewer than 45,000 available, 


from Lord Methuen on Tuesday. 
Cronje to Goto St. Helena, 

The military authorities have de 
cided that Gen. Cronje and the other 
Boer prisoners shall be sent *imme 
diately to the Island of St. 
Helena, there to remain until the 
end of the war. Lord Roberts has 
chosen Lord Bathurst, colonel of 
militia at the front, to command the 
escort to St. Helena, which was 
last month placed in cable communi- 
eation with Cape Town and Lon- 
don: It is also asserted that the 
Cabinet resolved neither to propose 
nor to entertain proposals at the 
present juncture for an exchange of 
prisoners. 

The Dutch risings in the north- 
western districts of Cape Colony are 
the only cloud visible in the sky of 
British prospects.

Cries of Hunger Heard Uysrywhere— 
Contributions Needed, 

(Toronto; (Mei! and Empire.) 
fev, Ri P. Mackay, secretary of tha 
Presbyterian Foreign Mission Com- 
mittee, has written as follows relating 
to the famine in India: 

(he famine is becoming more and 
more) terrible The Rev. W. A. Wil- 
son, one of our miss*onaries in Central 
India, in a letter dated tho 21st of 
December says: “We hoped there 
might’ be a good rainfall at this sea- 
son, when in some years there is con- 
sidermble. But the heavens are as still 
as brass. A few clouds gathered a 
week ogo, but they brought us no rain, 
and ‘he villagers who have ploughed 
the gyound and got it ready in hope 
of yain were unable to sow the seed for 
winter crop, Hence th's but the 
beginning of distress, fon six or eight 
months must still pass before there cin 
be any new food produced in this dis- 
‘trict. 

“The Zenana’ missionaries have been 
giving once a day one handful of boil- 
ed grain to hundreds of people, for 
months. We 'zive food twice a day to 
people who are willing to work for it, 
but’ many are now so weak and famL 
ished that they are no longer able to 
work. R sideno> 1n a famine-stricken ; 
country jis not pleasint. At every 
are confronted with signs o! 
nd have no power to relieve 
ished before for a larger sal- 
ary, but it is hard to eee tha amaciat. 
ed and naked everywhere, and he able 
todo nothing for them. 

“In the house and outside I can 
hear people crying, ‘Give me food, I 
am dying of hunger!’ Our water sup- 
ply dh: ens to give out. Fodder for 
fonnies if four times Its usual price. 
Oxen and cows, on which go much de- 
pends iu India, cannot be fed, and are 
dying in vast numbere. Almost every 
day; people come to us offering their 
children, and begging for a little 
bread.” 

For the first time ina century Cen- 
tral India has been thus visited. But 
such is the condition of a vast port’oa 
of Indis te-day. It will bx remember- 
ed ‘that during the famine of 1896 co 
plaints were frequent that funds d 
tributed by native agents were mie. 
appropriated. It was al the same 
time universally acknowledged that 
funds administered by missionaries 
were wisely and carefully expended.

SOME WINTER FISH RECIPES, 


Appetizing Ways to Prepare Lenten 
Food for the Family. 


Halibut Fried in Butter.—Remove 
skin and bone from two pounds of hali- 
but and cut in two-inch’ sized piece; 
feason' with one and a half teaspoon 


fulis salt and a little pepper, lay the 
pieces in a covered dish with one 
clove, one sliced onion, the juice of one 
Jemon and a few sprigs of fresh 
parsley; cover and let stand a half 
hour, then remove the dish, dry on 
a ‘towel, dip each piece in flour and 
lay it on a board, Mix, half a cupful 
of flour with half a cupful of milk to 
a smooih batter, add one-yuarter tea- 
spoonful of salt, one tablespoontul of 
melted butter, measure after melted, 
add the yelks of two eggs, beat this 
three minutes; whip the whites to a 
iff froth, add the yelk mixture slow, 
y to the whites, while beating con- 
stantly, Have a saucepan of fat over 
the ‘fire; when il begins to smoke take 
a piece of fish up with a larding needle, 
dip in the batter and drop it in the 
hot fat; continue to pul in ag many 
pieces as will conveniently go in with- 
out crowding. Lay the fish on a 
drainer ; when all the fish is cooked. 
dress it on a warm dish, garnish with 
potatc'chips or potato s with parsley 
sauce may be served with it. Billets 
of flounder are excelient, prepared in 
this way. 

Broiled Boned Smelts.—Cul one and 
a {half dozen smelts open in the back; 
remove the back bone; season with one 
appoonful of salt and pepper mixed; 
y them on u dish, sprinkle over the 
juice of one lemon, tho slices of one 
onion and a few springs of parsley 
cover and let stand a half hour, then 
drain the smelis and lay them on a 
napkin, when dry, dip each one first 
in melted Lutter, then in nice, fine 
bread crumbs; arrange them side by 
side on a hot broiler and coos over 
a woderate fire, four minutes on the 
flesh side and two minutes on the 
skin side. When done, arrange them 
on 2 hot dish and serve with baked 
potatoes. f 

Maitre d'holel butter may, be spread 
over ‘the smelis. 

Broiled Fish.—Split the fish open, 
remove tie Wackbone, brush it over 
with ‘melled butter, lay il between the 
w'res of a hol broiler, and coos over 
a moderate clear fire; put the flesh 
side first towards ths fire, and cook 
aboul 'ten minutes, then turn the ek'n 
side towards the fire and cook for four 
minutes. Carefully tranefer the fish 
to a hot dish, the meat’ side up. Mix 
one teaspoonful of bulter with one 
teaspoonful of salt and one-quarter 
teaspoonful of pepper till ereamyj; 
spread jthis over the fish and serve 
with baked or French fried potatoes. 

Maskalonge Baked.—Procure a well- 
cleaned fish, of about three puunds in 
weight; season the fish wilb one 
tablespoon{ul, of salt and half a tea- 
spoonful, of pepper, rub the seasoning 
in and ontside all over the fish; cut 
the bone, but not all/through the fish, 
leaving the lower side whole; pul 
‘three slices oT larding pork in a roast’. 
ing-pan,, pince Lhe fish on; top, pub a 
strip of pork inta each incision, and 
pour over the} ‘top ona ounce of melted 
buttery Jet the fish! stand; a half hour, 
then place it in a, medium: hot oven 
to Jiake Lill done, basting occagional- 
ly with its own gravy. When ready 
to serve, slip a broad-bladed knifo un- 
der (fhe fish 60 that the whole fish 
lies on the knife, then lift on a hot 
platter, garnish with Jemon cut 
lengthw and a little parsley. Serve

The Nero reports the deep- 
est ocean soundings thot have yet been 
recorded. The exact location of this 
is not given, but between Guam and 
M u/Iu a large area has been discover- 
ed where the soundings showed 5,26) 
fathoms (31,560 feet), which is 120 feet 
Jess than six statule miles. In Nov. 
lust tha Nero was reported to have 
found a depth of 4,900 fathoms 
about 500 miles east of Guam. All 
measurements of depths and heights 
are zeferred to sea level, and the depia 
| now reported is 2,558 feet father be- 
j Jow Lhe level of the sea than the sum- 
int of Mount Hverest, tha highest 
koow: past of the wort, “s above it. 
The deepest soundings ever made in 
the waters between Guam and Luzon 
wis 19,795 feet, almost itcert-, east 
of rhe north end of (uzsa and nob 
quite half way, to the Ladrones, of 
whith Guam is the largest member. 

While our knowledge of the orean is 
still very incomplete, soundings have 
increased in number rapidly within the 
past fifty years, Kor purposes of 
navigation it is necessary, in shallow 
waters, to know depths exuctly, and 
the soundings along all shores visil- 
ed by vessels are numbered by hun- 
dreds of thousands so that it is pos: 
sible in many places to map the 100- 
fathom line with a high degree of 
accuracy. 

Teep-set soundings are far less 
numerous, but probably 25,000 have 
beeen made in the\ past ten years. The 
records of the British Admiralty show 
over 10,000 by British ships alone in 
that time. They are by far most num- 
erous in the North Atlantic and the 
south-west Pacific, and contour lines 
of the ocean bottom may be drawn in 
those regions with much more con- 
fidence than in any other, part, of the 
Beas. 

‘The: hydrographers who have discov- 
ered this area of greatest known depth 
bayei named it Nero’s Hole. Ii ig sug- 
gested that it would be better to 
conform to usage and: call it) the Nero 
Deep. On the Challenger, charts -all 
areas whose depth exceeds 3,000, 
fathoms were called “deeps” and a dis- 
tinctive name was given, to each. The 
cevanographers of all nations have fol- 
lowed this example, and, forty-four of 
these deeps, including the latest dis- 
covery, are now known. | The only 
depth exceeding 5,000 fathoms hithet- 
to found is within the Aldrich Deep in 
the South Vacific, north-east of New 
Zexland and east of Kermadecs, whero 
a svunding of 30,930 feet has been 
made.

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THE TRENT VALLEY(CANAL, 
Tha wonderful energy and rapidity 
wiih) which various lines of communi- 
cation are being advocated and ‘built 
from West and East through’ ‘Canada 
has a deeper significance than may’ ap- 
pear on the surface, 

Ths granting by the Federal gov- 
ernment of larga sums of money, to- 
wards the consiruction of both the 
Grand Trunk and Canadian Pacific 
Rnilways was no haphazard, giving of 
the people's money, but with a fare 
seeing eye the various governments, 
yyho have had to do avith the matter, 
to the possibilities of the future. 

@ha construction and the recent 
deepening and improvement of the 
Welland and St. Lawrence Canals is 
also a part of th’s general scheme of 
cheap and rapid inland transportation 
None of the works referred (o have 
as yet paid back to the people a tithe 
of the sums spent upon them. Sev- 
eral other important schemes of a 
similar nature are now being advo- 
cated, all of which are likely to be 
carried out. The Huron und Ottawa 
ship canal, the improvement of the 
French River so as to allow, vessels 
loaded at western points to land their 
pare: at Callendar, on the east side 
of the Ottawa and Parry Sound Rail-

British Captured Pieters’ Hill on 
the Ladysmith Road. 


CRONJE LEAVES FOR CAPE TOWN 


Details of Mooting Botweon Captured and

London, Murch 1, — The War Of 
fico has received the following des- 
pateh from Gen. Buller 

“Headquarters, Hlangwane, Feb 
— (5 u.m,) Finding that the 
passage of Langewacht’s spruit was 
commanded by strong ontrenchments, 
I reconnoitred for another passage of 
the Tugela, Ono was found for me 
below the cataract by Col, Sand- 
bach, Royal Engineers, on February 
25th. We commenced making an ap- 
proach there to, and on February 
26th, Anding that T could make the 
passage practicable, I crossed the 
guns and baggage back to the south 
side of the Tugela, took up tho pon- 
toon bridge on Monday night, and re 
layed it at the new site, which is 
just below the point marked Catar- 
act. During all this time the troops 
had been scattered, crouching under 


hastily-constructed small stone shel- 
cers, and exposed to a galling shell 
and rifle fire, and throughout they 
maintained the most ellent spirits, 

“Tuesday Gen. Barton, with two 


battalions Sth brigade and 
the Dublin siliers, crept about a 
mile and a half down the banks of 
the river, and ascending an almost 
precipilous zi’ of about five hundred 
feet, assaulted and carried the top 
of Pieter’s hill, This hill to a cer- 
tain extent turned the enemy's left, 


and the fourth brigade, under Col. 
Norcott, and tho oleventh brigade, 


under Col. Kitchener commanding, 
tha whole under command of Gen. 
Warren, assailed tho enemy's posi- 
tion, which was magnificently carried 
by the South Lancashire Regiment 
about sunset We took about sixty 
prisoners, and scattered the enemy 
in all directions. 

“There seems to be still a consid- 
erable body of them left on and un- 
der Bulwana mountain. Our losses, 
I hope, are not large. They certain- 
ly are much less than they would 
haye been were it not for the ad- 
mirable manner in which the artil- 
lery was served, especially the guns 
manned by the Royal naval force and 
the Natal naval volunteers."

rifle fire at daybreak and the news 
arrived that the Canadians, while 
building a trench qyite close to the 
enemy, had been fusilladed at a range 
of 50 yards. The Canadians gallant- 
ly worked forward and occupied the 
edge of the trenches along the river, 
entirely enfilading the Boers. This 
movement was followed by a cessa- 
tion of the fire, except for an occas- 
ional shot. Suddenly a regiment sto 
tioned on the crest of a hill perce 
eda white flag and burst into cheers, 
thus first announcing the surrender 
of Gen, Cronja 

Shortly afterwards a note reached 
Lord Roberts, bringing tidings of the 
Boers’ unconditional surrender, Gen. 
Prettyman was sent to accept the 
surrender. 

At about 7 o'clock a small group 
of men appeared in the distance, 
crossing the plain towards head- 
quarters. 

The Generals Meet, 

Being apprised of Gen. Cronje’s ap- 
proach, Lord Roberts went to the 
front in the modest cart in which he 
sleeps, and ordered a guard of the 
Seaforths to line up. A group of 
horsemen then approached. On Gen, 
Prettyman's right rode an elderly 
man, clad in a rough, short over- 
coat, a wide brimmed hat, ordinary 


tweed trousers and brown shoes. It 
was tho redoubtable Cronje His 
fuco was burned almost black and his 


curly beard was tinged with gray. 
Lord Roberts was surrounded 
his staff when Gen. Prettyman, 
dressing the field marshal, said 
“Commandant Cronje, sir,’’ 
The commandant touched nis hat 
in salute and Lord Roberts Saluted in

ARRIVAL AT LADYSMITH. 


Lord Dundonald und Foree the Virat to 


Enter the Long Buloaguered City 
Amid Groene Rejoteings. 


London, March 2. — A Ladysmiti 
despatch, dated yesterday at 6.10 a 
m. by heliograph to -Colenso, sayy 
that a portion of the forces of Gea. 
Buller, headed by Lord Dundonald s 
Horse, a full force of Natal Carbin- 
eers and seven companies of other cv- 
giments, among the same the Dublin 
Fusiliers and the Lancashires, reach- 
ed this city and raised the siege, 
They came via the road across th 
Klip River and cast of Cnesar’s Hill. 
Runners yesterday morning brought. 
information that Gen, Buller expect- 
ed to relieve the garrison within 34 
hours, and consequently the rejoic- 
ing Was great. 

Gen. White made preparations to 
sally out and aid the advance of the 
Sritish if it became necessary. Lord 
Dundonald reports that when the 
Lanceshires charged on Pieter's Hill 
Tuesday they overtook the Boers fy- 
ing from the trenches and bayonel- 
ted them. Sixteen of the fleeing 
men were killed and twenty-three 
wounded. The Boers, after the cap- 
ture of Pieter’s Hill on Tuesday by 
Gen. Barton, with the Dublin Fusi- 
liers and two battalions of the Siath 
Brigade, seemed to fade away. 

The arrival of Lord Dundonald and 
force was hailed with frantic joy Ly 
the besieged. Dundonald came first 
in line. We were in desperate straits 
for water fit to drink, and fevers of 
various kinds were making sad havue 
among the members of the brave gar- 
rison. 


BRITISH IN COLESBERG. 


Gon. Clements Sgnds a Force to Ocoupy 
Evacuated Village. 


London, March 2..— The War Of- 
fice has received the following des- 
patch from Lord Roberts: 

“Paardeberg, (date uncertain). — 
Gen, Clements reports that on hear- 
ing Colesberg had been evacuated he 
sent a force to occupy Colesberg Jun- 
ction, and rode into Colesberg, where 
he received an enthusiastic welcome. 
He secured a certain amount of am- 
munition, arrested several rebels, and 
then returned to Rensberg. He re- 
ported the railway line clear and 
working to Lanewclewnan’s siding. 
He will report to-morrow as to the 
few culyerts .which have been blowp 
up.~ Colesberg and, Colesberg Juné- 
tion are held by our troops.’ 


Boers Arc in Fall Rotrout. 


Rensberg, Feb. 28. — Gen. Clem- 
ents, escorted by a squadron of In- 
niskillings, entered Colesberg this 
morning and received an enthusiastic 
reception. The Boers are in full re 
treat. A number of leading men 
have been arrested. The inhabitants 
are well and not starving. They 
have suffered many indignities at the 
hands of the Boers, but no violence. 

Queen Congratulates Buller. 


London, March 2. — The Queen 
yesterday telegraphed her congratu- 
Jations to Gen. Buller and Gen. 


White, and the Prince of Wales tele- 
graphed his congratulations’ to Gen. 
Buller. 

7,000 Boers Concontrated, 


Paardeberg, Orange Free State, 
Feb. 28. — It is understood that 
some 7,000 Boers are concentrating 
on the British front. The British 
cavalry is in touch with them to the 
eastward and skirmishing began this 
morning. 


EXCITEMENT IN GREAT BRITAIN, 


Dullest Souls Stirred With Emotion en 
Rellot of Ladyamith, 


London, March 2. — (4.80 a.m.)— 
Britons feel that they are living in 
tho presence of momentuous events. 
Tornadoes of patriotic excitement are 
whirling through the country. Evon 
the dullest soul must have been 
stirred by the emotions of yesterday, 
and London’s 6,000,000 were raised 


to a high pitch of patriotic exalta- 
tion. 


It was a wonderful sight. Old 
men have nothing in memory to com- 


pare with the day. Some likened it 
to Lucknow; others talked of the fall 
of Sebastopol. It was a time of sin- 
gular abandon; the usual conventions 
of society consed ta control, and 
everybody knew everybody else, all 
joining in smiles or bellowings as 
their dispositions moved them. 

Lord Lansdowne chose the psycho- 
logical moment to announce estimat- 
es exceeding £61,000,000, or rather 
startled the public, unfolding the 
Programme of the War Office to sond 
out, In addition to the 80,000 troops 
now afloat, 66,000 fresh soldiers, 
Lord Roberts will ultimately have a 
force of a quarter of a million. 

The Boers seem to have gotten 


quite a way from around Ladysmith 


without 1 or their pag 
gage. Van Iteenan’s Pass is only 
about 20 miles from Ladysmith. The 
enemy had artillery in action Tues- 
day, and they probably utilized both 
railroads in retreating, sending heavy 
pieces to Pretoria, and lighter ones 
into the Free State 

Dr. Leyds says Gen. Joubert is as- 
sembling 50,000 men at Winburg, 70 
miles northeast of Bloemfontein. Col. 


Albrecht, according to a despatch 
from Paardeberg, affirms that the 
Boers have 75,000 men left. 

The conditions at Ladysmith are 


now better understood, as the mill- 
tary authorities no longer retain 
their special information. 

It appears that since the middle of 
January the horses have been half 
starved, and altogether too weak, 
either to drag guns or to carry cav- 
alry men. Hence the impossibility 
of dashing out.

AT COMPLETE, 


Gen. Baller Wires the War Office That 
Whale District I4 Clear, 


TLoadon, March 3.—(2.30 a.m.) — 
The War Office has received the fol- 
lowing despatch froni General Buller: 

“Ladysmith, Friday, March 2. 
(G.20 p.m.)—TI find the defeat of the 
Bocrs more complete than I had dar- 
ed to anticipate. This whole district 
is completely clear of them, and, ex- 
cept at the top of Van Reenen’s Pass, 


can find no trace of them. 

“Their last*train left Modder Spruit 
Station about 1 o'clock yesterday, 
and they then blew up the bridge. 
‘They packed their wagons six days 
age, moving them to the north of 
Ladysmith, so that we had no chance 
of intercepting them, but they hava 
Icft vast quantities of ammunition of 
all sorts, herds, grass, camp and in- 
dividual necessaries. They have got 
away with all their guns except 
two.

LORD ROBERTS WAS PLEASED 


With Hla Trip to Kimberley—Boers Fra- 
ternizing With the Mritish. 


London, March 3.—(2.30 a.m.) -— 
Lord Roberts wires to the War Office 
front Osfontein under date of March 
2, 4.15 p.an., as follows: “I have 
jist returned from paying Kimberloy 
a hurried visit. I was much gratilied 
at finding the enthusiasm among tne 
Kimberley people regarding the caro 
of the sick and wounded. All the 
public buildings have been converted 
into hospitals and all the men hau 
been made most comfortable. I was 
struck with the friendly manner ia 
which the wounded Boers and our 
men chatted together upon the ex- 
perienccs of the campaign. It de- 
lighted me to seo our soldiers sharing 
their rations and hiseuits with the 
Boer prisoners before they commenced 
their march for Modder River. Some 
of the poor fellows were very hungry 


after having been half starved in the 
laager.’* 


BOERS HAVE MADE A STAND,

Osfontein, March 2. — The Boors

BRITISH CAMP MOVED FORWARD. 


They Are Now ut Vafontoin—A Slight 
Skirmish With Botha, 


Osfontein, March 2. — The British 
camp hag been moved here. A heavy 
rain is falling; the veldt is improv- 
ing; supplies are rapidly arriving, 
and tho men are in good health, des 
pile the fact that they have been oo 
half rations for a fortnight. 

Lord Roberts has published an or- 
der thanking the troops for their 
courage, and for the zeal and endur- 
ance they have displayed auid the 
hardships of a forced march. He 
says that their fortitude and yencral 
conduct have been worthy of the 
Queen's soldiers, 

A slight skirmish occurred 6 miles 
southeast, in which Col. Remington 
had a horse shot under him. The 
Boer forces on our front are belleved 
to be under the joint command of 
Botha, Delarey and Dewet. They 
are expecting reinforcements fron 
Natal. 

The guns that were captured at 
Paardeberg have been brought here 
The rifles captured have, in muay 
cases, scriptural texts engraved upan 
them, for example; ‘‘Lord strengtheu 
our arm.”’ Tt is said that just prior 
to Cronje’s surrender, there was al- 
most a mutiny in the camp. 


WA PLOns, 


Boors Reform nt Osfontein and Are Con- 
fronted by “iobs.’' 


London, March 3.—(4.15 a.m.) — 
Lord Roberts, at Osfontoin, six or 
eight miles east of Paardeberg, faces 
the re-formed Bocr army, from 5,000 
to 6,000 strong, This may be mere 
ly corps of observation, ready to 
retire on prepared positions. Doubt- 
less it is receiving accretions from the 
late besiegers of Ladysmith and from 
other points. 


Whatever the force may be, Lord 
Roberts has ample troops to cope 
with it. 


As a heavy rain-is falling on the 
veldt, and the grass is improving, 
this will be a good thing, temporari- 
ly, for the Boers. 

Lord Roberts has surprised obser- 
vers by the excellence of his trans- 
port during the first advance, and 
he is likely to do so again, although 


military men here think he must 
wait for some days before going 
much farther. 

The Boers presumably will use 


this delay for all it is worth, pulling 
their resources together. Dr. Leyds 
gives out the opinion that the Brit- 
ish entry of Bloemfontein is daily 
expected, as Commandants Dewet and 


Delarey had been instructed to re 
tard the advance of Lord Roberts 
only until the concentration under 


Gen. Joubert had been accomplished. 


GEN, CRONJE, 


Tho Beaten Boer Leader Is Now on Board 
tbe Doris. 


Cape Town, March 2. — Gen. 
Uronje was received by Gen. Sir 
Frederick Forestier-Walker and a re- 
presentative of Sir Alfred Milner, the 
Governor of Cape Colony. Gen. 
Cronje was immediately escorted on 
board the British second-class cruis- 
er Doris. There was no demonstra- 
tion. 

Lyddite Wrought Havoc. 

Colenso Camp, Wednesday, Feb. 28. 
—The Boers lost heavily during yes- 
terday/s fighting. The lyddite 
wrought fearful havoc in the trench- 
es. An idea of the intensity of the 
shell fire can be gathered from the 
fact that of the 95 guns in action the 
19th Battery alone fired 794 rounds, 
firing every ten seconds. The Brit- 
ish casualtics were about 200 men. 

Admiiration for Cuuadiaus, 

London, March 3. — The ‘imes* 
correspondent at Paardeberg in a 
despatch dated Wednesday expresses 
admiration for the Canadians, of 
Whom one company is composed of 
Frenchmen unable to speak Raglish 
He especially mentions Col. (iter, 
Lieut.-Col. Kincade and Captains 
Macdonnell, Stairs and Boileau for 
conspicuous gallantry.

— The Evening 
Standard, in its account of the en- 
gagements in which the Royal Cana- 
dian Regiment participated previous 
to Gen. Cronje’s surrender on Tues- 
day morning, says: ‘‘The Canadians 
advanced a quarter of a mile in dead 
silence, then halted, the order being 
sent along the ranks by each man 
pressing the hand of his neighbor. 
They behaved splendidly, and com- 
bined steady gallantry with an im- 
plicit obedience to orders." 


CRONJE EXPRESSES THANKS, 


All Woll at Mafoking on Feb 15 — Dr. 
Loyds Denies the Story of tho Rals- 
ing of tho Sloge — Kopulse of 
the Boers Near Dordrecht 
op Sunday. 


London, March 5. — The War Of- 

fice has received the following  de- 
spatch from Lord Roberts, dated Os- 
fontein, Sunday, March 4: ‘General 
Cronje, on behalf of his party and 
Commandant Wolmarans, on behalf of 
4,900 other prisoners, who have all 
now left Modder River, asked the 
British officers to thank me for the 
consideration and kindness with 
which they have been treated. Gen. 
Clements reports that his advanced 
troops hold Achtertang and that rail- 
Way communication would be opened 
to Joubert’s Siding to-day. The 
enemy are still in force at Norval’s 
Pont Bridge. Gen. Gatacre telegraphs 
thut the number of Boers at Storm- 
berg is daily diminishing.’

New York, March 4. — Mr. Isaac 
N. Ford, cabling The Tribune from 
London at 6 o'clock this morning oF 
the South African war situation, 
says: 

Dr. Leyds denies that he has recelv- 
ed any news to the effect that the 
siege of Mafeking has been raised by 
the Boers, or that Bloemfontein has 
been occupied by the British. Gen. 
Roberts is at Osfontcin preparing to 
continue his advance eastward. 

French Encounters the Knemy. 

London, March 5. — The Morning 
Post has the following despatch from 
Osfontein, dated March 3: 

“Gen. French made a  reconna{s- 
sance to-day and encountered the 
enemy in force. They were occupy- 
ing a tableshaped kopje. Shots 
were exchanged, a Boor gun reply- 
ing.’’ 


BRABANT ATTACKING BOERS, 


Found the Enemy in a Strong Position 
Near Dordrecht. 

Dordrecht, Cape Colony, Sunday, 
March 8. — (9 a. m.) — Gen. Bra- 
bant's colonial division, after a 
night's march, is now attacking the 
Boers in a strong position at La Bus- 
chagne’s Nek, on the road from Dord- 
recht to Jamestown. 

Later—The engagement {5 proceed- 
ing with great vigor, and the Boers 
are gradually retiring before the 
British shell fire from three positions. 


A heavy fire is being exchanged, 
where the British are engaging the 
Boers on the rignt flank. So far the 


Boers have no big guns in action. 

Evening—Gen. Prabant's advance 
to-day was most satisfactory. Af- 
ter marching and bivouacking over 
night, the force reached the strong 
entrenched positions, which they oc- 
cupied and now hold, the Boers be- 
ing on the opposite hill. The British 
will remain to-night in the captured 
positions, although the Boers brought 
two guns into action and made de- 
termined efforts to retake them. The 
British losses are 6 kiJled, 18 wound- 
ed. 

News 3ast Lo Definite. 

London, March 5. — The War Of- 
fice intimated Sunday midnight that 
there was no prospect of news until 
something definite shall have been 
done. This is quite in keeping with 
the complete silence which Lord Ro- 
berts has hitherto observed while his 
plans were in progress of accomplish- 
ment; and until he is in actual grip 
with the Boers it is probable that 
the public will hear little or nothing 
of his doings. 


BOERS ALANDON RENSDERG. 


Retreat Under Protection of Mounted 
Burghers—Krager’s Address. 


Bloemfontein, Orange Free State, 
Friday, March 2, — (Via Lorenzo 
Marquez, March 3.)—The Federals 


have resolved to abandon the terri- 
tory around Rensberg, and the re 
treat has been effected under the pro- 
tection of mounted burghers. It is 
officially announced that on Feb. 27, 
Gen. Cronje, with from 2,000 to 3,- 
Q00 men, surrendered, owing to the 
scarcity of food and ammunition. 

President Kruger has issued a stir- 
ring address to the burghers in Nat- 
al, who are falling back on Biggard- 
berg. The President will return to 
Pretoria Sunday. 


Opposition Expected at Abraham's Kraal. 


London, March 5. — A despatch to 
The Times from Osfontein, dated 
March 2, says: ‘‘We anticipate op- 
position at Abraham’s Kraal, 40 
miles east of Paardeberg, where Gen. 
Joubert is reported collecting a force 
from the whole of Ladysmith forces, 
With the northeastern Free Statesers. 

“President Steyn arrived at the 
Boer camp at Abraham’s Kraal on 
the morning of Feb. 27, and haran- 
gued the burghers, exhorting them to 
remember Majuba and to deliver 
Cronje.”’ 

Affairs ot Colesberc. 

Colesberg, Cape Colony, Sunday, 
March +.—A reconnaissance with two 


troops of Australians and two guns 
found the wagon bridge over the 
Orange River intact. Fifty Boers on 
the other side were taken by surprise 
and the British galloped to their laa- 
ger, some miles on the Free State 
side. Price's command has moved 
seven miles north of Colesberg. The 
Boers during their occupation denied 
themselves rather than see the Brit- 
ish wounded suffer. 


Grigsaland Rebels. 

Cape Town, March 4. — The rebels 
of Griqualand, reenforced by 600 
Dutch farmers from the Prieska Dis- 
trict, occupied Kenhardt, 100 miles 
West of Prieska, after a sharp con- 


flict with the Kaffirs, and are now 
marching southeastward on Van 
Wyk’s Viel, where there aro grain

THR BOBR CAPITALS 


Defences the Boers Save Reared at 
Bloemfontein and Pretoria. 


Pretoria is tho objective point which 
Gen, Lord Roberts has in view. Bloem- 
fontein is on his diregt route to the 
Transyacl capital and ig olsol an in\~ 
portant prize which he hopes to seize 
on his journey. It remains to be seon 
how effectively the Boors will ontest 
his efforts lo capture, these cities. 
Bloemfontein stands wll exposed ou 
lb plain or veldt, wilh no na- 
tural barrier to the west between it 
and the advancing British forces. rho 
surrounding country is dry and unfer- 
tile. Stones (hickly strew the plain 
outside the town and clumps ‘of grass 
Gnd low bushes somewaht' relieve {he 
monotony of the almost level plain. 
In the town are many trees that part- 
most of the low, 
vhite buildings forming {the iuagen 
Nes of the city. ‘The officinl residence 
of the President is a fine building,but 
it is only, two stories in height, with 
room enough above, under its hip roof, 


for an expansive attic. No ‘gunner 
outside the town can make it his spe- 
cial target. The capitol, on the con 


trary, his an imposing, tower tnd this 
building with two or three schools 
and other structures similarly: adora- 
ed, are the only edifices that attract 
attention the city is approached 
from the direction whenea the Briush 
forces are coming, 

A little stream, at times 
ss, flows through the y on its 
way to the Modder river. The streets 
are laid out with much regularity and 
the town covers quite a large srea, 
cousiiering hat ils population is less 
than 14.000 ' 

Though the town is naturally wide 
open on the side which the British are 
appreaching, it is overlooked on the 
ecst and nei thes. 8° by a ridge 200 
or 80 feat above the level of the plain. 
Tho ridge is-ne tooneanda ball miles 
fyom the outskirts of tha city; and a 
little beyond the northern’ end of the 
ridge rises a kopje, a little lower in 
ntlitude. From these points of van- 
tage the only good view of the town 
may be obtained; and on these eleva- 
tions were reared the fortifications 
which the burghers of the Free State 
constructed long ago, during the 
period of their serious differences with 
the British government. 

We have only recently heard that 
the Boers built an elaborate system 
of earthworks for the defence of their 
town, but very little information on 
this matter has come! to hand. There 
is every reason to suppose that the old 
fortifications on the ridge and ‘the 
kopie have been placed in (he most 
‘effective condition p ble. Ii the 
Boers of the Free State intend to make 
a hard struggle to keep their capital, 
the guns on the ridge may be used ad- 
vantageously to keep the British from 
closely approaching the town; but 
with guns of equal ran: the British 
may easily throw shells into the town 
and be out off reach Of the cannon on 
the ridge behind it. In Drief, the line 
of defence around Bloemfontein must 
be mainly a system of earthworks such 
as those that kept the Boers out of 
Kimberley during the seige of nearly 
four months. 

The conditions are very different at 
Pretoria. Nature and science have 
made the capital of the Transvaal x 
very strongly fortified town 
the Boers have had enough ‘w: 
time the British come within vie 
tha hills around Pretoria, there is 
little doubt of thein ability to make 
a stern fight at the capital. The hills 
that hem in Pretoria, on all sides are 
erowned with several forte of much 
Strength, all built under the expert 
advice and directiom of Enropean muili- 
tary engineers. Two of theese forts 
were completed in 1894 and) 1896, and 
five of them have been built since the 
Jameson raid.

LETTERS FROM SOLDIERS, 


No Change As Reguras Postage Until tho 
Other 
Are Consulted, 


Ottawa, March 1, — The Post- 
ofice Department has made an official 
announcement in regard to soldiers’ 
letters. All letters, whether from 
Great Britain or any other part of 
the Empire, require to be prepaid at 
the rate of one penny per half ounce. 
Owing to the soldiers in the field in 
South Africa not being able to pro- 
cure postage slamps with which to 
prepay their correspondence; the Ca- 
nadian Government obtained permis- 
sion from the Tnperiat Government 
and from the Cape Colony Government 
not to make any charge of postage 
on soldiers’ letters from South Africa, 
when arriving here unpaid or insuffi- 
ciently prepaid, but have not obtain- 
ed leaye to send letters free to South 
Africa. Without the consent of the 
various Governments there can be no 
change in postal rates on mail mat- 
ter passing from one part of the Em- 
pire to another.

London, March 3, — The Standard 
correspondent says that the Canad- 
ians at Paardeberg on Tuesday ad- 
vanced in two long lines, the front 
nk with fixed bayonets and the 
rear rank With their rifles slung, and 
carrying picks and spades to dig 
trenches, under cover of darkness. 
The Canadians advanced oa quarter 
of a mile in dead silence; then halted, 
the order being sent along the ranks 
by ch man pressing the hand of 
his neighbor It is believed that 
trenches were actually being dug 
When the men were ordered to ad- 
vance another five paces. 

A fearful fusilade at once broke 
out from the Boer lines. The Cana- 
dians threw themselves on their faces 
and made no attempt to return the 
fire. Three minutes later, under or- 
ders, they returned to their original 


position, rapidly and silently, no 
shot being fired. The Boers were un- 
able to place their enemy. But for 


the great intensity of the enemy’s 
fire, the Canadians would have en- 
iered the Boer trenches. As it was, 
they combined splendid gallantry 
with implicit obedience. The Boers 
aimed too high to do much damage, 
but that does not lessen the credit 
due our men for their great self-con- 
trol.

About 1.30 Monday morning Mr A. 
J. Little, harnessmaker, was 2 
ed by the smel! of smok 
hurriedly he made a tour of his pre- 
mises. Stepping outside, he saw smoke 
issuing from Mr. Ri Lukey's barber 
shop next door, and at once ran to 
the market and sounded the alarm 


bell. 

In the meantime Mr. and Mrs 
Tukey were aroused by Uhsir little 
son Roscoe, who complained of the 
smoke. Mr, Lukey ran down stairs, 
only to find that the rear end of the 
barber shop, adjoining the dining- 
room, was on fire and blazing fiercely. 
When he retraced his steps upstairs 
the smoke had became so bad that Mrs. 
Lukey and her five children were gasp- 
ing for breath, and they, were oblig- 
ed to leave the house by the rear door 
in a half-clothed state. 5 

By tbis tims Driver O'Neill and hia 
mate, Fireman Cotey, bad a line of 
hose laid, but several hydrants were 
found to ba slightly, frozen and some 
delay took plice. Mir. Begbie was tele- 
phoned for and was soon at work 
thawing (hem out. Thea when water 
was turned on (be pressure was found 
to be poor and the man’ at the pump- 
house was called by ‘phone without 
effect. Only a few of the firemen heard 
the bell, and as (he automatic alarm 
had not been sounded thosa having 
gongs in their houses snored con- 
tentedly until Policeman Reeves pulled 
a box, Mr. Crandell, captain of the 
brigade, did not hear about the fire 
until next morning, [¢ was nearly an 
hour after the fire, was discovere be- 
fore the brigade was in proper trim 
for fighting it. 

Luckily there was no wind, and 
though the building wis frame the 
deep snow on the roofs of the adjoin- 
ing buildings effectually protected 
them from flying sparks. A’ line of 
hosa poured water through the front, 
and a second line was carried through 
Jewett's restaurant lo protect the 
year. In this way Lhe fire was kept 
under control and prevented from 
spreading to the frame building on the 


west side. It was nearly six o'clock 
before the firemen left the scene. 
Mr. Lukey’s loss will ba a serious 


one. He owned the building, and his 
insurance on it and the contents, 
(including a fine piano) isi only $900, 
placed in one of Mr, Middleton's com- 
panies.

PRESENT WAR, 

Origin of the British Claims—Natural | 
Characteristics and Political Pea-! 
tures—Grievances of the Uitlanders— 
Bocrs' Inhuman Treatment of the 
Nativos—Their Religion Only SJcin- 
deop-England’s Quarrel te Just in 
tho Sight of God. 

An audience of nearly 400 people 
galhered at St. Andrews church last 
(Monday; to hear Dr, Grant, of Orillia, 
deliver his promised lecture “Briton 
and Boer,” under (hs auspices of the 
alent Workers of the church, Tho 
reverend, gentleman is popular with 
members of St. Andrew's congrega- 
tion, and as a result of former ts 
his ability as a speaker is, general- 
ly recognized, hence the large atten- 
dance. ‘ 

After the singing. of Hymn 604 the 
pastor, Rev. J, W. Macmillun, intro- 
duced tho speaker, saying thal perhaps 
it wus all for’ the better: that he had 
been unable to keep his engagement 
last year, Lhe title off his present lec- 
ture promising matter of inlerest to 
everyone at the present, (ime. 

Dr. Grant was received with applause 
In opening he said that some’ months 
ago, when he had given his Lindsay 
friends a hint of hig intention to say 
something relative to the cHuses which 
led up to Britain's war wilh the Boers, 
it had been suggested (hab beshould 
say something also about the country 
ilself—its climate, natural and politic- 
al characteristics, development, etc., 
for the reason that when the men of 
{o-day went lo school the map of 
South Africa did not receive very close 
study. He would( try to rectify, this 
luck of knowledge by means of the map 
he, had, provided in order to elucidate 
his lecture. 

Extent and Population. 


South Africa as we understand it 
is the country stretcbing from the 
Zambezi in the north ta Cape Colony 
in the south, The, British possessions 
include- Cape Colony and Natal, witl 
proprietory rights over other 
territories west of the Orange Hree 
State and the Transvaal), the capitals 
of which are Kimberley and Mafeking 
—towns frequently heard of at the pre- 
South Africa covers 1,400,- 
GOV square miles, speaking roundly. 
Cape Colony has a population of 1,250,- 
600, of whom 337,000 arg whites; 
Natal, 900,000, with 45,000 whites; 
Basutoland, 65,000, with 5,000 whiteg; 
Zululand, 250,000, with 2,500 whites; 
500,000, about one-third 
whites; Orange Free State, 250,000, 
with about 50,000 whites. Caps

The Railways. 

he speaker referred to the rapidly 
girowing network of railways in South 
Africa. Ons important line runs from 
Cape Town to DeAar Junction, 300 
running to Kimberley and the far 
north-east through the Free Stale and 
Transvaal to Johannesburg, Pretorin, 
and the far north. Other lines run 
from Port Elizabeth, Last London, 
Durban and Delagoa Bay, the latter be- 
ing in Portuguese territory on the east 
roast. All these seaport lines run in 
a westerly direction to conneét with 
the greal trunk lines; and all the rail- 
ways are marrow-guage. Through 
Delagoa Bay—offering a straight line 
—the Boers have for years 
ng large supplies of muni- 
tions of war till at last the country be- 
came a great arsenal, and Great 
Britain did not seem to know it, 

Tue Climate. 

South Africa offers almost every- 

thing in the way of climate, save, of 


course, Arctic conditions. In the 
salubrious regions, away from the 


fever centres in the north, the ‘climate 
is more salubrfous than that of the 
south of England—old men grow 
young ogain, and tho ladies never grow, 
(Laughter), In the Zam- 
bezi region fevers abound, but taking 
it as a whole the South African clim- 
ate is one of the best in the world. 
Ths heat is in some partg excessive, 
but is easy to bear; the nights are 
cool, and the sunset and sunrise 
glorious. Land away from the moun- 
tains is called; prairie or “veldt,” and 
resembles, it is spid) that met with 
in Nebraska and Colorado, The chief 
preducts are wool and ostrich feathers; 
a pound of the latter is worth from 
$50 to $300. Mhis last’ bit, of. informa- 
tion would interest the ladies—and in- 
cidentally, husbands also. 
Native Animals. 

South Afiica is—or wes—the home of 
almost al! the wild animais we used to 
sce in the circus menagerie. The list 
includes the lion, hyena, leopard, ale- 
phint, hippopotamus, and many othe 
but like the buffalo of our own 
west, many kinds have been 
exterminated, and if the work goes on 
clergymen will be deprived of their old 
excuse for visiting a circus — to see | 
the menagerie—because the supply of 
wild animals will be out off. 

Native Inhabitants. 

Ths natives of South Africa—Hot- 
tentots, Kaffirs and Zulus—are almost 
as wild as the animals. They have 
been there for ages—history, does not 
tell how long. Some of the Lribes are 
natural fighters, like the Zulus. A 
peculiariiy of South Africa’ is that it 
POssesses no great rivers or lakes from 
the Zambezi to, Cape Colony no large 
Blreams exist except in the rainy’ sea- 
son; when the dry season’ once. sets 
in, these become creeks or pools. This 
is one great reason. why the country 
has settled so slowly—it. is so in: the 
case of -every country. lacking large 
rivers. 


(ravel—other than by rail—'s by ox 
or mule team. In the present war the 
British are using mules, and a story 
is told of a volunteer blackamith who 
was sent down to DeAar from the 
front to shoe animals After a fev, 
days he begged his commanding officer

History of the Country. 

Seven years before America, wae dis- 
covered—in 1486—Caps Town, was vis 
ited by Barlholomew, Diaz, a Portu- 
guese mariner of some renown, who 
was driven to land byi a storm, and 
named the place “Cape of Storms.” 
Eleven years later another Porluguese 
sco de Gama—landed there and 
rated the ocean beyond. Since 
then the Portuguese have owned 
territory on the esst coast, and the 
Boers have benefitted, by, reason, of it. 


In 1652—150 years after Diaz's Iand- 
ing—a Dutch Compiny formed a settle- 
ment at Cape Town, and in this we 
have the beginning of the Boer trouble. 


The government exercised was about 
as bad oe it could be—jt jhas: alwuys 
been so under company rule. Many 
chinges took place in thea next 160 
years. In 1815, when the peace of 
Europe was established after the down- 
fall of Napoleon, Cape Colony) was 


| ceded to England by the King of the 


Netherlands, John Bull paying $30,- 
000,000,—a great deal more (han the 
country was then deemed to be worth. 
There were then only 27,000 whites in 
the colony. However, Britain wanled 
the harbors of Cape Colony: {a serve 
ap half-way refuges for her vessels 
en route for India, and paid the money 
cheerfully. One would suppose that. 
ths British ond Duteh—one buying out 
the other, and both being of the same 
religious belief, would agree and live 
in peace. That was just what they did 
not do, M@hen ‘began the quarrel 
Britain is settling today. 
Beginning of the Trouble, 


Wrom the very beginning the Roers 
hated the “British—and, added the 
speaker, ‘‘he did not: think there was 
much love lost.” (Laughter). In the 
first place, the Boers were opposed to 
all progress—and they are yet. That 
was one bone! of} contention. Moravian 
migsionaries were landed there about 
that time; others were sent oul by tho 
London Society. If there is any- 
thing on earth a Boer hates it is a 
missionary, and his feeling was the 
same then as now. (The missionaries 
iook up the cause of the oppressed 
and enslaved natives, and having in- 
fluence with the British government, 
protests followed. The policy of Bri- 
tain has always been against slavery. 
The Boers numbered 27,000, and they 
held no less than 39,000 slaves. He 
would not say that all the British 


agents did the right thing 7,000, miles 


away—they do strange things some- 
times right at home—but he would 
say emphatically that “the general 
trend of British rule in! South’ Africa 
and in Cape Colony was in favor of 
truth, jus! co and liberty. (Applause‘) 
Liberation of Slaves. 

Ini 1827 the differences were great- 
ly increased. How! In a way most 
creditable to Great Britain and dis- 
creditable to the other party. The 
Hottentots tvere simply slaves and the 
British issued a decree giving them 
erty and rights before the courts. 
That was annoying to their, cruel task- 
masters. Six years later the British 
overnme2nt did something that Britons 
Ave aj right; to feel proud! of, that 
every man worthy the name should 


applaud and admire--Britain struck the 


manacles! off every slave in her do- 
minions at a cost of $100,000,000. ‘hs 
Boers’ shire of this immense sun 
amounted to $15,000,000, yet they felt 
hurt and indignant, arguing that their 
slaves were worth far more. ‘The 
Speaker siid he would venture to say 
that; if Britain had it to do again ‘the 
Boers would! nxt get $15,000,000—nor 
lic. (Applause): Two years later a 
large number of Boers left Cape Colony 
and, travelled north in search of a new 
place to Jncate; svme of them settled 
in what is known now as the Orange 
Free State, while others crossed the 
Vaal, River, and settled there— 
hence| the name “{[ransvaal.” This 
movement; is! spoken of as “The Great 
Grek.” Pathetic stories are related 
concerning the event, and it has been 
compared! with the flight of the child- 
ren of Israel. All this is wrong—the 
children of Israel were fleeing from 
slavery, while the Boers were fleeing 
beyond. the pale of British laws and 
institutions im order that they might 
parp2tuita slavery. President Kruger 
—then a boy—took part in the great 
trels ais a driver of an ox team, and 
iti would have heen a good thing if he 
had continued in that occupation, for 
which he is better fitted than/to. be a 
ruler of men. The speaker siid he had 
read im pro-Boer magazines and 
journals) many sympathetic references 
to thei “Great Trek”—why, gentlemen, 
slave-holders always flee from beneath 
the British flag—the Red, White and 
Blue, has always been their abomina- 
tion, and’ if he was any judge; Boens 
would flee faster still before they were 
much) older. (Applause). 

The Boers had not been in the Orange 
Free State and Transvaal very’ long 
‘before they began to exterminate the 
natives in possession ; those they could 
not destroy they enslaved. It is said 
by: soms that England has no, claim to 
the terrilories—why, the Boers took 
the land from the natives, whe! had 
held it for centuries. ‘The theft did 
not make them owners. 


Britain’ Asked to Intercede. 


The. speaker. suid he would skip’ the 
period from 1836 to 1854, during which, 
when not fighting with the native 
tribes. the Boers fought one another; in 
fact the history of the Transvaal down 
to 1877—when England forcibly inter- 
fered—is a history of oppression and 
cormage. The lash’ and the gun were 
the weapons used against the natives. 
In 1854 the independence of the Free 
State was recognized and England 
gave the rulers $240,000 with which, to 
start) housekeeping. She is ‘being paid 
back to-day. In 1856 the independence 
off thea Transvaal was likewise recog- 
nized, and just 21 years later that 
state became bankrupt, there being 
only $3 in the treasury. Self-govern- 
ment had proved a dism’l failure, The 
natives were slaughtering tho settlers, 
and as a result of repented interces- 
sions, Great Britain finally interfered. 
When sha had quieted the natives 
trouble arose with the Boers, and the 
lamentable campaign which ended with 
ths Majuba Hill disaster followed. In 
1881 a convention was held and mutual 
engagements “were! entered into, and 
again in 1884 a second convention was 
held, at which it was agreed that 
({ngland should have the Tight to pro- 


tect the ‘natives, and algo retain 
suzerainty powerg over the Orange 
Free State and ihe Transvaal. 


Contempltuous Treatment. 


Later on the discovery of gold and 
diamonds caused an immense influx 
of miners from all parts of the world, 
The Boers encouraged the immigra- 
tion, as the neweomers brought money 
with them. After a while the new- 
comers wished to have something to 
say in the government of the country 
and ihe framing. of the laws Mhe 
Boer answer was “you have nothing to 
do with the laws but obey, them. — 
nothing; to do with the taxes but pay 
them.” Fritish’ freemen’ could not be

experted to stand that sori of thing 
without vigorous protest. 
The Uillanders'’ Grievances. 
Whe Uitlanders in the Trangyaal 
number about 160,000; they own about 
one-half of the Jand and pay’ 19-20ths 
of the taxes—that is to say, 90c. in 
evey dollar raised. ‘Their taxes 
mmount’ to’ $80 per head. Tt ist grid 
by soma that the whole trouble is 
simply about, the franchise, and that 
Great, Britain ought not to have: gone 
to war for go trivial a reason. She 
did not—therd were many other rea- 
Sens. Tor one thing, the press had, no 
freedom—Kruger had supreme control 
ofjall channels of free speech. Public 
meetings could not be held without 
express sanction, and indoor gather- 
ings could be seattered at will. Rpo- 
man Catholics were excluded from par- 
lisment and from official positiong ; 
natives wera excluded by law. from 
churches, the Boerg looking upon 
them as mere animale. Official job- 
bery was rampant, and huge sums were 
stolen by members of the Volksraad, 
or parliament. Then there was utter 
contempt for the liquor laws; im Jo - 
hhannesburg: 80 licenses were recom- 
mended in; 1898, the Boer government 
granted 400. Judges held office at 
the will of President Kruger, and the 
police, and the whole machinery of the 
courts were under his dictation. Uit- 
landers were not judged by their peere, 
but by, Boers. (hey were hound to 
serve in time of war against their fel- 
low-countrymen or have their proper- 
ty confiscated. {Then there were ger- 
jous educational grievances. Eng- 
lish is not allowed to be taught) he- 
yond the III. Form. In Johannesburg 
330,000 was raised yearly for schools, 
of which amount only. $3,000, wag ap- 
portioned to Englisch schcols. That. 
fact alons was eufficient to provoke 
war. In Johannesburg there were 23,- 
000 Uitlander voters and only 10,000 
Boer voters, yet the latter sent as | 
mapy: representatives to parliament as 
did the former. Whe president of the 
Wolkeraad is elected ‘by President 
Kruger, who has power to yeto any 
measure passed. Them there were the 
dynamite and railway monopolies — 
very serious grievances. 
Kruger’s Intention. 


Matters: grew, steadily worse. In '74 
the Uitlander could gain the franchise 
and cast his yote within a year of 
his arrival; in ‘85 it took him five 
years to win that right; while under 
the law lately being enforced it would 
take him about 14 years to get his 
name on the roll and win the full fran- 
chise.

Sent Many Petitions 

Were the Uitlanders hasty in iakiog | 
action? No, they: were not. In 18925 
they sent a protest to Presidant 
7'yuger, who returned a cool, unsat- 
isfactory answer. In 1894 unother 
petition, signed by 13,000 property 
owners, was forwarded, and it also was 
vejected, Again in 1896 a third peti- 
tiop, signed by no less than 31,000 
Uitlanders, was presented to President 
Kiuger, who then made answer that 
“if they imagined they had rights they 
had better fight for them.” That is 
what Britons are doing to-day—fight- 
ing fo redress the long list- of griev- 
ances referred to—and in the sight of 
God, he would say they were. right, in 
doing so.

while imposing not one cent on the 
goods used by Boers. Britain never 
asked that Uitlanders be allowed to; 
breaki the laws; but she did ask that 
they be treated as freemen—not ag 
slaves.

In explanation of his 
bil, he said its aim was to inake 
Canada's telegraph lines a branch of 
the public service This could be 
done by constructing lines, by  pur- 
chasing or by expropriating existing 


Jines. The bill provides that private 
m es should cost not more than 
10 «s for 10 words, and press 
rate should be 10 cents for 100 


words. In order to lay grounds for 
discussion he took up the question of 
natural monopolies, under which head 
telegraphs cam: and maintained 
that, as they were public privileges, 
they should be in the hands of the 
people themselves. ‘The trend of pub- 
lic opinion was in this direction, but, 
as it was ™ » Lo begin an industrial 
revolution with the less expensive 
and less varying branch, he has chos- 
en for the sphere of his bill telegraph 
nationalization. Private ownership 
of telegraphs resulted in the undue 
cost of communication and in  dis- 
crimination in rates, Public owner- 
ship would obviate these grievances, 
under which the public now suffer. 
3y statistics be showed that the na- 
(fonalization of telegraphs in Great 
Britain, Australia and New Zealand 
had resultcd in increased convenience 
and business and a large reduction 
in rates, In Great Britain, during 
the past 30 years, under this regime,

A BIT OF HISTORY. 
(Montreal Daily; Herald,March 10,) 
In the year of our Lord 1773-74 Mr. 

Jenkin Williams wag one of the most 
tremendously loyal personages in’ the 
city of Quebec. In the Maseres papers 
he figures prominently in all or, most 
of (he anti-French, anti-Catholic move- i 
ments of that troubled period. He | 
was the firet to sign the-petition call- | 
ing for the meeting which produced 
a draft scheme for establishing, oO) 
legislative agsembly. At that time | 
there were 100,000 ~persons in the 
colony. Of these 2,000 were Protes- ! 
tants who had, come in subsequent fo 
1759, and 98,000 Trench Catholics. 
Mr. Williams proposed that the as- 
sembly should be composed exclusively 
of Protestants’; while the French were 
to be allowed to vote for members, 
for Protestant members, they were 
to be debarred from becoming merabers 
themselves. A more unique demand 
for minority rule was never made, but 
Mr. Williams and his friends justified 
it by casting agspersions upon the 
loyalty of the French and by’ pointing 
to the state of things in, the United 
Kingdom, where Roman Catholicg still 
lay outside the pale of parliamentary 
and official life. Maseres, a fierce 
Protestant, thought that “the inhabit- 
ants of the province would be likely 
to be governed more happily under it 
(ie., under an exclusively Protestant 
assembly), for seven! or eight years to 
come, than under, the influence ofan 
assembly into which the Papists should 
be admitted.” But the Imperial au- 
thorities thought otherwise, and Wil- 
liam's project wag ignored. 

A few months afterwards, when (he 
Quebec Act was being, discussed in the 
British parliament, a protest was sent 
to Westminster from the minority in 
Canada. Williams’ name does not up- 
pear in this document, but it ig; safe 
to say he had something to do with it. 
Th protest dealt amongst other things 
with the proposal in the bill to estab- 
lish a legislative council. “We humb- 
ly hope,” said the petitioners, “that

8 the British made,a night. sortie and 
destroyed a Creusol and a Krupp 
howitzer, and carried away a Maxim. 
On Dec. 11 another night sortie was 
made and a howitzer on Surprise Hill 
was destroyed. About this time: 
enteric fever broke out and since then 
hhas' made serious ravages among the 
nrrison. On Dec. 22 the Boers 
mounted another howitzer on Surprise 
Hill. On Jan 6 the Boers, departing 
from their usual tactics, made a 
regular assault on the British pesi- 
tions round Ladysmith, pressing home 
that delivery on the south against 
Caesar's Camp and Wagon Hill, two 
miles south of Sir George White's 
fendquarters. The fighting at these 
two points lasted throughout the day, 
terminating at dark in the final re- 
pulse of the Boers.

It is the expectation of 
the ‘War Office that Lord Roberts, 
notwithstanding the necessity of gar- 
risoning his depots, will be able to 
operate o constantly increasing force 
until by the time tho frontior is 
reached he will have 70,000 troops.

Premier Ross Tells of Buoyant 
Revenue and Large Surplus.

Toronto, March 9. — Hon, G. W, 
Ross, Provincial Treasurer, delivered 
his budget speech yesterday after- 
noon. After referring Lo tho fecling 
of confidence in the continued pros- 
perity of the country, sail it was 


gratifying to notice that the trade of 
the country had increased by several 


million dollars, There were fewer 
unemployed persons to-day — than 
there had been for many years, Ags 
regards furm products there had 


been an extraordinary increase in tho 
exports during the last ton years, 
more espectally in the ilems of but- 
ter, cheese and bacon, The bank de 
posits, life insurances and railway re- 
ceipts all indicated the great revival 


of business that had set in. The re 
cords of the Provinelal Secretary's 
oflica bore oul tho same view. Last 


vi 846 charters for corporations 
Were issucd as against 2b fn 1898. 
Tho receipts of the Provinee for 1899 
$4,096,494 showed an increase of half 
a million over the previous year, 
The revenue from tavern and brewers 
licen Was $878,808 showed a large 
inerense, While the number of licenses 
had been decreased. The entire rev- 
enue was almost equally divided be- 
tween province and the municipalittes, 
There had been a marked falling off 
in the committals for drunkenness, 
Which ten years ago numbered 1,578 
while last year there were only 1,- 
3 The eipts for succession dut- 
was $150,111, which showed 
some falling off us this was a fuctua- 
ting item, It was a satisfactory 
mode of taxation and opposition to 


it had practically ceased. The  re- 
veins from the Provincial tax on 
corporations levied last year were 
Sul 4, and it was intended to 
mate some increase in this tax in 
the e of corporations with Jarge 
capital, The expenditure of the 
Drovinco had been $8,710,420. There 


was a slight increase on the item of 
education, as was also the case in 
connection with agriculture, public 
wor and other important public 
services. Civil government had been 
carried on economically as usual, but 
the expansion of the country had 
caused some increase in the cost of 
the adininistration of justice more 
especially in the newer sections of | 
country. ‘The maintenance of public 
institutions had cost $807,598 and 
hospitals and charities $200,011. Ho 
re some statistics showing the 
large number of unfortunates who 
had been provided for. Since Confed- 
eration 42,666 persons had found ac- 
commodation in the asylums and 

7,311 had been admitted to hospi- 
tals and charities, making a total of 
363,976 whose necessitios had been 
administered to in these institutions. 
There were constantly increasing de- 
mands on account of asylums and 
hospitals. The cost of maintaining | 
each asylum inmate averaged $124 
which had been steadily reduced 
though every reasonable provision 
continued to be made for their com- 
fort. Hoe presented some statistics 
as to the cost of maintaining asy- 
tums in the United States as compar- 
ed with Ontario showing the greater 
degree of economy exercised in this 
Province. The Central Prison expen- 
diture was $19 per head less for each 
inmate than that for the Kingston 
Venetentiary and the cost of main- 
taining prisoners in the United States 
and Britain was considerably greater 
than in this. Province, As to the 
Tenetanguishene Reformatory the 
management of which had been much 
ed Was not a prison but 
icational institution and the 
cost of training the inmates though 
amounting to $218 per head was 
much less than in similar institutions 
elsewhere. 

The Premier went into details ag 
to the cost of maintaining farms and 
gardens in connection With asylums, 
ete., showing that in addition to be- 
ing desirable for the health and well- 
being of the inmates they were a 
source of profit. He hoped that be- 
fore the year was out accommodation 
Would be found in the asylums for 
the lunatics now inmates of the com- 
mon jails. 

Turning to the estimates he called 
attention to some increases under the 
ads of Civil Government and Legis- 
lation Another jtem which would 
he increased was education some of 
which was due to increases in the 
number of school inspectors which 
Was altogether inadequate for the 
growing requirements of the coun- 
try. Small increases were to be 
nade in the Oppropriations for agri- 
culture to provide among other things 
for additional instruction in butter 
and cheese making. One of the 
additional outlays for Public Build- 
ings would he $20,000 for fitting up 
the former Victoria College building 
at Cobourg as an asylum for Senile 
insane patients. The sum of $22,500 
would also be asked for a new Re- 
formatory Building for boys at Ox- 
ford. ‘The appropriation for Coloni- 
zution and Minings Roads, $123,95: Fy 
also showed a considerable increase 
in accordance with the Government 
policy of deycloping. New Ontarlo and 
eieouraging’ young Canadians to sel-

Wilfrid Laurier, without passing any 
opinion upon the merits of the am- 
endment, which, he said, was not re 
Jevant to the bill before the House, 
insisted that the gerrymander acts 
must bo wiped out at once. 

The debate on the Redistribution 
bill was resumed by Mr. McNeill, who 


moved an amendment that after the 
words ‘‘substuntial justice’ in the 
bill it should read, “irrespective of 


any consideration as to the balance 
of political parties in the several con- 
stituencies.'" 

Sir Wilfrid protested that, the refer-

NO CANADIAN CASUALTIES 


In the Engagement at Osfonteln—Saw 
Little of Actaul Fighting, 


IT camp with the Royal Canadian 
Regiment, Poplar Grove, on the 
march to Bloemfontein, South  Af- 


rica, March 8.—(Montreal Star Spe 


cial.)\—The Canadians, with the 
Gordon Highlanders, the Cornwalls, 
and the Shropshire Regiment, form- 


ing a part of the Nineteenth Brig- 
ade, took an active part an the en- 


gagement at Osfontein to-day. The 
Canadian troops occupied the left 
bank of the Modder River, where 


were also the Shropshires and Corn- 
walls, the Gordons keeping the right 
bank, 

There were no casualties along the 
Canadian troops, and our men saw 
very little of the active Sighting, The 
army advanced to Osfontein on the 
Gth. There the enemy were found to 
he in force, about 6,000 men occupy- 
ing trenches five miles in length, 
along the kopjes south of the Modder 
River. After a few hours of shelling 
by the British artillery, the Boers 
evacuated their positions, This eva- 
cuation was brought about by a 
flank movement by the British caval- 
ry, supported by 42 guns, which 
force had moved rapidly south, and 
got between the Boers and their re 
inforcements. 

Deprived of support, it became im- 


possible far the Boers to maintain 
their position in their left line of 
trenches, and they hastily retreated, 


The pursuing cavalry were unable to 
come up with them before they made 
good their escape. The  Shropshires, 


Who occupied a position in advance 
of the Canadians, aleng the left 
tank, charged a kopje held by the 
themy, and captured a gun. The 


fight was over before the Canadians 
had an opportunity to come to close 
action,

ILL OF ST GATHARINES. 


“Birda in Relation to Horticulture” the 
Subject-A Bright and Witty Dis- 
coure—Large and Appreciative Aud- 
fence,

Burrill, of St. Catherines, pays his 
third visit to Lindsay, under (he, aus- 
pices of our Horticultural Society, the 
members will show wisdom, im engag- 
ing (he opera house and taking up ao 
collection to cover (hz cot, The coun- 
cil chamber was crowded Thureday 
by those who had been attracted! by 
the reputation of the speaker, aud by, 
the alluring litle of the address, and 
it is pleasing: Lo note, that the! ladies 
attended in large numbers and ap- 
peared to take toi heart the leclurer’s 
emphatic assertion that cals are the 
birds’ greatest enemy.

Mr. Burrill—whose pleasant smile 


us, to teach us thal there is some- 
thing worth living for beyond the 
making of money. As children we love 
birds and flowers, but as we. grow 
older the struggle with (he world is 
inclined to rob us of the! capacity for 
delighting in thei simpler, joys free, to 
everyone. Most of us have, some child. 
life left in us, and unfortunately man 
bas also 1 deal of the primitive hun- 
ter's spirit left in him, also, and when 
it comes to thei surface it is bad for 
oun little songsters. All the great 
poets have written charmiug things 
about birds, and Ernest, Seton Thomp- 
pon, whos¢ works are being read’ with 
ever increasing pleasure, says that the 
day will come when the noblest hunter 
wit be he who goes abroad armed— 
not with a shot-gun—but with a epy- 
glass. We hive in Canada a noble list 
of birds, but soma of us do not realize 
the fact because we do not arise in 
time; about an hour after day-break 
should sze us astir if we would’ listen 
to nature's choristers trilling their 
glad songs. 4 

Bird life has a ecientific aspect. All 
who read much know that eminent 
men have devoted their lives to gtudy- 
ing and solving the mysteries of na- 
ture, and it is known (hat. the strue- 
ture of birds yariee@ according. to their 
habits, and that (heir plumage, is re- 
lated to the reproduction of the 
species. Long ago it was thought that 
only the female birds sang, now, wo 
know that the mule is the gongster, 
and he as a rule hag the brightest 
plumage. Only in tha human species 
is this rule reversed—the ladies sing 
the sweetest and dress in more gor- 
geous plumage, and their, object ig not 
so much to altract the males as to 
kill the other woman, (Laughter). It 
is a ‘truism that! while a lady} can| go 
to chureh and, return; home unable to 
remember the text, she can always 
describe the colory and design of 
bonnet or hat worn by every (lady pre- 
sent. (Laughter). 

The laws of nature provide for a 
strict halance of advantages. In the 
vegeluble world the early arrival is 
generally of a poor quality. In the 
bird world thos2 possessing the finest 
voices are usually dressed im sober 
colors. In Europ» th» nightingale and 
lark are examples of this law,; in Can- 
ada the same rule holds good. 

‘there is always a grand struggle 
soing ou ff nature, whichi is matcet 
with considerably ferocity, the result 
seing the survival of the fittest. Gelf- 
wshnees 1s the dominant principle — 
when we wish to seek unselfishness wo 
gave to look to mankind—civilized 
man. Ip Patagonia the savages knocx 
the oid people on’ (he head. when, they 
ire incapable of looking after (hun- 
selves but on no account wili they in- 
dure theirl dogs. In our very weeds 
we see merely the warriors of Lhnir 
kind. 

When man steps in and engages in 
cultivation he introduces artificial con- 
ditions which - produce enormously, 
hevce the inseclé which prey on the 
particular! growths also increase wilh 
wonderful rapidity. Th greatest 
natural check on insect that prey on 
plats, flowere and fruits ure our 
birds, heuce we should encour: in- 
tead of repel the feathered ors. 
Ths speaker then referred, to the un- 
tertainty felt by some as to (he habits 
of certain birds, and guid that a bird's 
characteristics could be ascertained by 
close obgervation wth a epy-gliss, but 
a convincing way to ascertain the facta 
is to examine the contents of the bird's 


end well-trained yoica make him an 
instant favorite with an, audience—re- 
ferred briefly to his first visit to Lind- 
say, and expressed his, pleasure at be- 
ing able to repeat it on the present oc- 
Casion.

THE MUNICIPAL ACT, 


‘Ir. Burt’s Bill to Amend It in the 
Dircation of Two-Year Terme for 
Certain Councillors. 


Toronto, March 18,—In answer ty 
to a question from Mr. Brower yes- 
lerday, Hon. Mr. Stratton stated 
that G. HW. Waight had been acting 
as license inspector for some time 
and it was the intention of the Goy- 
ernment to make a permanent ap- 
pointment with a salary of $ l 

Mr. Burt moved the second reading 
of a bill to amend the Municipal Act, 
the lewding provision of which is 
that township and village councillors 
should be for two years instead of 
one, as at present. 

Hon. J. M. Gilson said the propo- 
sition had been much discussed and 
there was a good deal of pulitic opin- 
fon in its favor. Tt ought, he 
thought, to go to the Municipal Com- 
mittee. We hoped that those in 
charge of municipal bills would see 
them introduced early in the session. 
‘There might very well, in fact, be a 
rule that no inunicipal bill should 
be introduced after a certain stage. 
say after the first month~ or 12 
weeks of the session. THe hoped to 
See such o rule adopted with the con- 
sent of both sides of the House. 
Measures of this sort ought to be dis~ 
cussed on the floor of the House, ayd 
not sent on to the Municipal Com- 
inittee as a matter of course. Legis- 
lation of this kind should not be re- 
garded from a party point of view, 
but should be considered irrrespective 
of whether the introducer occupied a 
seat on the right or left of the Speak- 
er, He thought it would be well to 
revert to the old practice of disci 
ing such matters with some  thor- 
oughness before sending them to the 
Committee, and if the opinion of the 
House was decidedly adverse they 
should not be sent to the Committee 
at all. 

The bill was read a second time. 

Mr, Smith's bill to amend the Muni- 
cipal Arvitration Act also received a 
second reading. 

Mr. Hoyle moved the second read- 
ing of a bill to reduce the expense 
of the administration of justice. He 
explained that the object of the 
measure Was to provide that where 
no business presented itself fourteen 
days before the holding of an As- 
elze Court no jury should be sum- 
moned, 


Hon. J. M. Gibson said that the 
House should be in possession of 
further information on the subject 


before it was asked to legislate in 
a direction that might in some cases 
work unjustly by depriving individ- 
uals of specdy jury trials. He sug- 
gested that Mr. Hoyle should ask for 
a return covering the last five years 
showing the number of cases in 
which juries had been unnecessarily 
summoned, 

Mr. Whitney shared the opinion of 
the Attorney-General that in sone 
cases it might deprive litigants of 
the advantare of a jury trial. 

Mr. Hoyle accepted the Attorney- 
General's recommendation and the 
bill was withdrawn. 

Mr. Eilber’s Municipal Act amend- 
tent bill effecting some changes in 
the administration of police villages 
received a second reading. 

The House having sat for half an 
nour adjourned ct + p.m.

ITS EXTENT, PHYSICAL FEATURES | 
AND EARLY SETTLEMENT, 
Champlain's Trip Through tho County— 
Barly Political Conditions—The Land 
Weld by Speculators Upheld by the 
“Famuly Compact’—Virst Sattlers 
Were U. E. Loyalists and Irishmen 
- Other Dato. 

Me County of Victoria is almost 
eentral in (he province, Its geogra- 
phical boundaries are formed hy Mus- 
kola and Haliburton on the north, 
County of Ontario on the west, 
County, of ‘Durham on south, and, Pet- 
erboro and Haliburton on east, Its 
aren is 705,324 acres, or a lillle more 
(han! 1,102 gquare miles. Only a small 
portion is arable land, while the per- 
contage advantageously, adapled to 
agricultural pursuilg is still smaller. 
he general surface varies greatly in 
aracter' and appearaney, ag does the 
soil in degrees of excellence. 

Mariposa ia by far the, most attrac- 
live in appearance as well as the most. 
yaluvble ag a grain-producing region. 
Its eurfaes is gently undulating, with 
an absenca of considerable elevation, 
and but few evidences of the other 
lesa desirably extreme of sywusrmps; such) 
of tha latter og exiet are of compara- 
lively small extent and not sufficie 
ly depressed to prevent their utiliza- 
tion for grazing or olher, useful pur- 
poses. Ops is’ characterized by a 
greater area of swamp than Mariposa, 
(hough the general features of the 
(wo are similar, the goil being clay 
overlaid with vegetable mould. Emily; 
is similar to the other two in this re- 
spect. (Whe southernj portions of Veru- 
lam, Eldon and Fenelon are similar in

@arliamentary ond Political. 

The history of politica in this coun- 
ty during the early period while it 
Wormed part of the Neweastle Dis- 
trict is substantially identical with, 
the history of the great political ig- 
sues which for many years prior to 
the union of the provinces in 1341, 
engrossed political attention, increas- 
ing in interest from year to year 
until’ the whole body politic, writhing: 
under the misrule of the Family Com_ 
pact, gave vent to their overwrought 
feelings in 1837 in the form of an arm- 
ed insurrection against the constitu- 
ted authorities, being led by William 
Lyop McKenzie, Suffice to Say of 
the rebellion, it was a failure frony a 
military standpoint, but from a politi- 
cal standpoint and ag an agent of 
civil liberty, it was o grand success. 
It resulted—by no means indirectly— 
in the acquisition by the Canadian 
public of the numerous inestimable 
privileges attending the practical ap- 
plication of the principle of respon- 
sible government. 

From 1830 to 1840 Durham (of which 
(he County of Victoria, formed a part) 
was represented in parliament by G. 
§. Bolton’ and John Brown, conzur- 
tently, and later by G. S, Bolton and 
George Elliott. All these were sup- 
porters of the Compact. Among the 
notable reform! candidates of that 
time was Cheeseman Moe, a retired 
navy officer of Peterboro, who was 
defeated by Bolton and Brown. . In 
1841 the number of representatives 
was seduced to one. bow 

The first parliament after tha Un- 
ion wag in March, 1841, from which 
date the existence of (hal compound — 
of political pollution ceased tq exist. 
Victoria was still annexed to Dur- 
hom, and the settlers voted at New- 
tonyille. The candidates were John 
Mucker Williams and G. S. Bolton, 
Joho Brown was in the field a few 
days previous to the voting, when he 
retired in favor of Bolton. 

The; provision’ of free whiskey by a 
candidate was considered a sine qua 
non to his success. Yet notwith 
Standing Brown's whiskey and hick- 
ory clubs, Williams received a.plur- 
ality of votes. Dhe Scotch electors 
off Eldon marched to the polls clad, in 
navy blue, to the stirring strains of 
the bagpipes, and voted almost te a 
man against Bolton and the Compact.

Barrie people purpose renewing their 
Pavement sidewalks every few years, 
certainly build them cheap, but if they 
want to, build a permenent pavement 
with a propar foundation, they will 
have (o pur more than ten cents a 
foot into it. Assuredly the foregoing 
example; is’ no good in Lindsay, as we 
have no foundation laid that is not 
covered. Cement walks can be con- 
structed at from 5c. to 20c. per square 
foot actual cost with as cheap labor 
as you can get, but which will wear the 
best—the cheap goods or the other?

Parliament should therefore haye 
been called. He said he spoke for 


all Prench-Canadians when he declar- 
ed tho Militia Act was passed in 
1868 on the distinct understanding 
that the militia was to be organiz- 


ed for Canada alone, He laughed 
at the plea of urgent necessity, said 
that the labor classes Were threat- 


ened with the same unbearable bur- 
dens that oppressed Burope, and he 
closed by stating that he was a Lib- 
eral and that every true Liberal in 
the House would yote:for his mo- 
tion, which was not, he said, one of 
non-confidence in the Government, 
Sir Wilfrid's Reply. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier replied to 
Bourassa in the best speech the House 
has heard this session. He was fre 
quently cheered by both sides, and 
at times rose to a high pitch of elo- 
quence. He excused Mr. Bourassa's 
actions because he was at an age 
When cherished theories were clung 
to and practical realities made light 


Mr, 


of. Mr. Bourassn’s amendment had 
to be swallowed or rejected as a 
Whole. ‘he Wremier did not find 


fault with the vrincinle of the mo- 
zon, but he enuld not agree with the 
wording. He challenged its oppor- 
tunity or raison d’etre, le would op- 
pose it because of the arguments used 


to support it. He quoted Todd to 
prove that the Government had not 
violated the principle laid down in 


the motion, and that it was not poli- 
tic to restrain the Government from 
ever spending money without the 
sanction of Varliament. 5 

In tho matter jn hand the Goyern- 
ment knew public opinion was with 
them. What would have happened 
had the Goyernment failed to act 
when public opinion was so strenu- 
ously expressed? asked Sir Wilfrid. 
A dissension would have taken place 
in Canada on racial lines, than which 
@ greater calamity could not occur. 
Then in an impassionate outburst of 
oratory Sir Wilfrid declared he had 
given his life to unite the varying 
elements in Canada, and his friends 
and his party might desert him, but 
“ever shall I deviate from that line 
of conduct.’" (Applause.) 

Sir Wilfrid made another hit when, 
in discussing the Vransvaal war, he 
exclaimed, “for my own part, I am 
of the opinion there never was a 
juster war on the part of England,’ 
(Cheers.) In proof of his conviction 
he showed that Kruger had really in- 
vited the foreign element to settle in 
the Transyaal. By o few interesting 
statistics he demonstrated that the 
taxation per head in the Transvaal 
was $100, in the United States ¢7, 
in Eugland $12, and in France $20. 
Here was the Uitland population 
inade to bear the whole taxation, 
yet given no’ representation in the 
Legislature of the country, 

[t was evident that England's quar- 
rel was just, hence Canada had 
thought it her duty to send a con- 
tingent and rely upon Parliament to 
ratify her action. He denied that the 
Government, had pledged the future of 
Canada, but he could say that if in 
future wars the will of the people of 
Canada was to aid the Mother Coun- 
(vy, then ‘‘the people of Canada will 
haye to haye their way.'’’ (Cheers,) 

There was no occasion to discuss 
the future, but if the doctrine that 
Conada should aid in all England's 
wars were admitted then Canada 
would haye to say to England, “If 
you want us to help you, call us to 
your Councils.’’ (Cheers.)

Ts the Guurding and Lepairing of the 
Bloemfontein Rullway—Will Ie at 
Jt some Tine. 


Bloemfontein, Orange Pree State, 
March 16.—(Montreal Star Cable.)— 
The Canadian troops were this morn- 
ing ordered to the outskirts of 
Bloemfontein to guard the northern 
Section of the line of railway be 
tween this point and Springfontein. 

Gen. Pole-Carew has arrived at 
Springfontein with a detachment of 
mounted infantry and will patrol the 
lower portion of the l{ne between 
here and there.

DASHES HERE AND THERE. 


MR. BERTRAM DEAD, 


The Member for Centre 


Toronto and 
Head of the Bertram Ingine Company 


Succumbs to Cuncer. 


Toronto, March 21, — Mr. George 
WW. Bertram, M.P. for Centre Toronto, 
and president of the Bertram Engine 
Works Company, died a little before 
6 o'clock last night. THis death was 
not unexpected, for Mr. tram had 
been ill for the past four months and 
sank rapidly during the past two 
weeks. Mr. Bertram suffered from 
cancer of the left arm. 

Mr Bertram's Gureer, 

seorge Hope Bertram was born in 
the County of Waddingtonshire, Scot- 
land, about 40 miles from Edinburgh, 
March 12, 1847, Te was the son of 
Mr. Hugh Bertram, who died 10 
years ago. At the age of 18 years 
he came to this country and settled 
in Lindsay. We engaged in the hard- 
ware business, and moved to Toronto 
in 1881 to engage in the same line, 
In 1883 he purchased the assets of 
the John Doty Engine Company and 
organized a joint stock company for 
the purpose of carrying on the busi- 
ness, which was very successful in 
the shipbuilding line. 

Mr, Bertram, when a young man, 
took an active interest in politics at 
Lindsay. During the local campaigns 
he on several occasions went on the 


platform in behalf of the Liberal 
cause. His business soon, however, 
occupied all his time and for 380 
years he took no part In politics, It 
was only at the solicitation of his 
many friends that he consented to

“I believe nothing of the kind. I 
believe! (bat the story that most mar- 
riages are yohappy, thal the fumily 
life of the country is threalened iby 
a flood of vieo and Immorality, is all 
wrong. wish to warn you once again 
—l think I have done i¢ before—of a 
danger that comes from the fret that 
the newspapera give us the morning 
pews in such detail, I wish you to 
nole what it is Uhat conalilutes a fact, 
a piece of news. Is if not that it is 
comething very excéptional, oul of the 
ordinary—not an illustration of 1 yea- 
em) rule or an average condition ¢ 
And yet, as we read our morning 
papers we are upl to drink in the 
spirit of pessimism which is abroad and 
which is cultivated by the detailed dis- 
play of the eyil of the worid, One 
man yesterday did nol behave him- 
self; it is reported and publistet al) 
over the world. A million people did 
behave themselyea; thal is nol report- 
ed or published ; nobody thinks of mat- 
ing any comment on that fact. It is

for izesh eggs, and at the season 
when the latter are at the cheapest 
price. 

Are not (hese reasons sufficient ? Is 
there not more chance for profit in 
such a fowl than in the scrubs and 
routs he is accustomed to? And let 
him hear in mind that, except! for the 
original cost of thoroughbreds, their 
care and feed will be no more than for 
serubs.

FREE TRADE WITH TRINIDAD: 


The British Preferences Yucrensed From a 
25 Per Cent. Keduction to 3313 Per 
Cent,—Nudget That Gives Evidence 
of Capuda’s Unexumpled Pros- 
perlty—A Surplits of $7,600,- 

000 for the Current Yeur, 


Ottawa, March 24.—Mr. Melding 
delivered the budget speech yesterday 
afternoon. He spoke for two hours 
and a half, and Mr. Poster, owing to 
ilIness, deferred to reply. Mr. Fiela- 
ing estimated the revyonue for the 
year at over $50,000,000, the expen- 
diture at $43,175,000, and the sur- 


' plus at $7, /000. The salient pro- 
posals of the budget are an increase 
the preferential duty on British 


goods to 88 1-3 per cent., an offer 
of free trade with Trinidad, and the 


‘placing of bect sugar machinery, of 


a kind not manufactured in Canada, 
on the free list, Mr. Wielding an- 
nounced that the Government has 
succeeded in haying Canadian securt- 
ties placed on ‘the list in which Eng- 
lish trustees may invest trust funds, 
When Mr. Fielding rose at 8,85 the 
‘louse and galleries were crowdel, 
and the Liberal members greeted the 
Binance Minister with great up- 
plause. 
The Vinance Minister began by de- 
claring that though the fiscal 


year 
1898 had been a phenomenal year, 
yet 1899 was still greater in its 


prosperity. It was beyond all ques- 
tion the most prosperous year in 
Caradjian history. We quoted public 
documents to sustain his contention. 
The increase in revenue had been gen- 
eral in both custonis and excise, The 
only item that showed a diminution 
was the Postoflice Department, but. 
any reduction there was amply made 
up for in the penny post. He pro- 
phesied that within a year the re- 
venue from this department would 
rise to its former level. 
Revenue und Expenditares, 

The total reyenue for the year 
1898-9 was $46,741,219, on increase 
of $6,186,000 over the previous year. 
Whe expenditure had heen $41,908,- 
500, an increase of $8,070,974. Yet, 
he declared, amid cheers, that he 
would close the year with o surplus 
of $4,887,749. This year the expen- 
diture would pass the $50,000,000 
mark, Up to March 1 he had expend- 
ed $25,018,290, and further liberal 
expenditures would have to be made. 
Yet he prophesied that oat the: close 
of the fiscal year there would be a 
surplus of $7,500,000, This would 
he the largest surplus in the history 
of Canada, 

On capital account, up to March 
1, there had been expended $5,341,- 
452, This, together with the contin- 
gents’ expenses, and others, would 
bring the total capital expenditure to 
$9,875,000, As to the public debt, 
the outlook was very rosy. During 
this year the Government would pay 
oll capital charges, railway subsidies 
and South African contingent expen- 
Ses and by July 1 not have added a 
dollar to the public debt. There was 
not o cent of floating debt now. He 
drew particular attention to the 
Yukon account, in which the receipts 
for the three years, 1897, 1898 and 
1899, were $2,572,646 and the ex- 
nenditure $2,372,340, The expendi- 
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Sure there had incrensed from 4; 
112 in 1897 to $1,674,248 in 1899, 
vel the burdens on the people did not 
jncrease. Ie quoted figures to show 
that during the period, 1898-96, Can- 
ado had had a total deficit of $5,- 
694,759, while during the period of 
1896-99 there was a total surplus of 
$6,040,479. 

His conclusion from this was that 
under three years of Liberal rule 
Canada had )ettered by $11,735,220 
{han under o like period of Conserva- 
{ive rule, Canada's obligations were 
soon coming due to the amount of 
§167,000,000. Against this was oy 
sinking fund of $67,000,000, so that 
within a decade Canada would have 
1o borrow $100,000,000, He felt 
sure that by putting two million 
aside yearly, when the day of reckon- 
ing caine new loans could be floated 
at a lower rate of interest.

As to the charge of extravagance 
imputed to the Government, he read 
statistics computed on the bas that 
Canada’s population was 5,312\500, 
to show that while expenditure per 
capita in 1899) was $7.88, in 1888 iv 
had been $7.84.

{rade returns in three periods and 
compared them, J'rom 1868 to 1878 
was o low tariff period; from 1878 
to 1896, a high tariff; and from 1896 
to 1899, a moderate tariff, He h i 
if the last was not a very low tariif 
it was certainly m moderate reventte 


farif. (Opposition laughter.) 
During the first’ period trade in- 
creased 41 millions, an average per 


cent. of 81 and an ayerage annual per 
cent, of 8. Under the second period 
the increase was 66 millions, During 
the first period the annual increase 
of trade was 3.1/5 per cent., second 
2.14 per cent., third 11 per cent. If 
to the last period the approximate 
increase of 1900 were added the per- 
centage would be 14. An interestiny 
note was made of the fact that a 
number of immigrants have cone 
from the United States to Canada. 


In 1897, 7 in 1898, 9,119, and in 
1899, 11,0 From other countries, 
82,598 had entered. All these were 


signs of prosperity. 

Mr. Fielding, cutting adrift’ from 
figures, remarked that industrial ac- 
tivity had been shown in the growth 
of huge enterprises. He instanced 
the iron and steel works in Ontario, 
and especially that in Sydney, Cape 
Breton. ‘wo thousand men were 
working there now and 2,000 more 
would be added in the spring. These 
industrics meant that Canada's iron 
deposits were to he developed. He 
took credit to himself for bringing: 
Mr. Whitney, the head of the concern, 
into Nova Scotia years ago and was 


gratified to see his wisdom then had

He refuted the charge that 
Government had made no reform in 
the tariff, by showing that the differ- 
ence between tne present tariff and 
that of the N, P, was an average ad 
valorem duty of 2.2 per cent, his 
meant a reduction of 1015 per cent 
of the total duty.

The second part of the speech dealt 
with intended Government policy. In 
1898 the Government extended the 
preferential tariff so as to take in the 
West Indian Islands. The increase 
had not, however, been as much is 
hoped for, because the United States 
had given o preference to cane sugar 
as Opposed to beet sugar, and had 
wot the West Indian trade. Yet the 
imports and exports to ond from 
Canada had slightly increased. The 
idea was thought to be a good one, 
and Mr. Parmalce of the Trade and 
Commerce Wepurtment, had visited 
the Island of Prinidad to find out its 
possibilities and to (ell the people of 
Canada’s desire to give their products 
a prefereuce A deputation from the 
Tsland came to Ottawa and the re 
sult Was, os Mr. Wielding yesterday 
afternoon announced for the first 
time, that a proposal was made to 
Trinidad and British Guiana. The 
proposal agrees to give free entry to 
their products, except spirituous liq- 
uvors and tobacco, in return for a 
sinilar boon to Canada’s products. 
This agreement is to be made for five 
years, but terminate at one year's 
notice. He hoped the House would 
fayor the scheme. The chief products 
would be sugar, cocoa and asphalt.

A Lecture by Rev. G. E. 
Lloyd, Curate of St. 
Paul’s Church.

THE PART TAKEN BY GOL. OTTER

Forced March to Battleford Fight 

at Out Knife Oreek Deseribed—Incl- 

dents:not Heretofore Made Public 

‘As mentioned in Saturday’s isaue, a 
very Jnrgo andionce assembled in Sr. 
Paul's echoolroom Friday evening to hear 
Rey. G. EB. Lloyd, the eloquent curate of 
St. Paul’s, deliver his promised lecture, 
“With Col. Otter in the North-West Ro- 
pellion,” In common with the rest of tho 
people of Canada, our citizana are, deeply 
interested in military matters at present, 
and the gallant part our brave soldiers 
are taking in the war in South Africa hae 
no doubt recalled tu many minds thoughts 
of the serious outbreak of fifteen years 
ago, when some of those now serving 
their Qieen abroad received thair firat 
baptism of fire in the same good cause, 

Rav. Me, Lloyd is—as onr readers’ will 
freely admit—well qualified to sprak 
authoritatively on the subject chosen, 
The now honored chaplain of the Queen’s 
Owu's ‘won his spurs’ io a military sense, 
and alsv the reapece and loving eareem of 
the men cf the battalicn, while serving with 
them as a private during the arduous and 
trying campaign, As a mack of respect 
to his regiment he delivered his lecture in 
uniform, aud we are not indalying in 
mere compliment when we say tht he 
presented a smart, soldierly fipure. 

In opening, the rev. spedker disclaimed 
any iotentiun of giving o hietory of vhe 
North-West Rebellion—that he was nut 
competent to give, because he did not ses 
it all, [le would confine himself solely 
to au account of what had trauspiced 
under Cul. Otter. 

‘There are in the history cf our country 
three great epoch marking periods—the 
firat dates from 1866, when Canada assurt- 
ed her natural independence by r-pulsing 
the Feniss: the second from 1886, when 
she asserted the fact thut sho wus one 
nation from tha Atlantic to the Pacito; 
and the third from 1899, when she took 
her true placa in the British Ewypire, 
(Applauze) 

It was astonishing to recall how very 
few people were prepared on thao night 
of March 27h, 1885, to hear of the vut- 
break of <he rebeiliun in the Wess. Toere 
had begn rumors, but scurcely ouyvue 
believed that the crisis would come. Hoe 
was then attending Wyeclitle Oullege, aud 
with several University men had ctudied 
late in preparation for the approacjang 
exams. Between 2 und 3 v'ciuck every- 
one was awakened by # buyler suuuding 
the general assembly, and s.udeots who 
belonged to the city forces dressed hastily, 
A few minutes late: Lieut, Atkinson (uv ~ 
Restor of London) camo to the University 
with the news, and an order thut the men 
of the Uuiversity Cv. were w parade ii 5 
o'clock next morniug at the armoury gut 
complete vutfits and two days’ provisivue 
in the knapsacks. Of course there was 
no more aleep that might—evyeryone was 
busy huntiog up mivemy parte of their 
equipment, Upto that tiwe the Cana- 
dian government had evidently lovked oy 

the muitia usa very expensi/s toy, wid 
the supplies were acanty aud wntiquated— 
for instanco, the knapsack ferved sup to 
him bore a brand sbowiny that it wa 
older than the man abvuc to cary ir, Aud 
it was the same with the cloning—'ie 
garments were old and ruiten [le wa 
glad to be able to say ‘tide Ounsda hao 
come to yeare of discretion, snd ihat 
within the last year the voluutecrs hau 
been provided with the Oliver equipmenr, 
and that che clothing has been improved 
in quality. Of course his criticism rela cu 
only to his own ro-imenv 

By 8 o'clock next morning the mew 
were on parade, according to orders, uno 
a strong prot of the martial syinit aud 
enthustasm of the men was afforded in 
the fuct that only a email provoriton ot 
the 700 men thon on the reguuental roll 
failed to answer to their uames, and the 


absentees were commercial men and 
others out of the city at tho time. The 
call was for 200 Queen's Own men and 
250 to bo made up vf drafts from cther 
forces. Thore was intense disappoint- 
ment when the ioarried men and those 
who had served less than one year wero 
told co etep aside. He (Rey. Lloyd) held 
a cemmission, but like many another, was 
glad ty get a chance to go a8 a full private; 
some ot tho ineligible ones offered to pay. 
handsome sums for permissinn to go. 
Capt. Boyd, son of Judge Boyd, who 
recencly sailed for South Africa, was one 
of the Jucky ones, and his younger 


‘prothor, lad of 18, was also wild to go, 


but the Judge did not wish to rick losing 
two aons, and held tightly to the young, 
ater’s band on the day of departure, To 
the crowd they became separated, and— 
however he managed. it—youny Boyd 
joined the regiment en rou e, Of course 
be dif not do right, but one could not 
help bub admire his determination and 
apirit, 

On Morday mornirg the regiment 
received orders to go direct to Winniges 
via the O.P.R., and a tremendous crowd 
assembled to witness their departure, No 
matter what Toronto may bo in some 
reapects, the loyally of thercitizens is bo- 
yonn question, Before leaving the arm: 
oury Col. Otter adyised all who were 
carrying spirits to empty their can/eens. 
Most of those interested thok his advice, 
and those who dil not had reason to re: 
gre: it before they got through the terrible 
marches across the gaps—the men who 
indulged in siimulun’s proved least cap 
able of enduring the terrible fatigne, Doe 
trains bearing the troaps reached Carleton 
Place Mouday night, whee Mre. Otter 
bide goud-hye to her husband and pre- 
sented the regiment with a silken Union 
Jack after making a neat speech 

Tae great Canadian Pacific line was not

10 mile: length; Ib was his solemn con- 
viotion that they suffered more In the 
seven days thus spent than they did dur 
ing the whulo time they were in the field. 
Ho felt certain that British troops neyer 
met wlth worso trials than did theQaeen's 
Own during "that memorable journey. 
They were the first infantry regiment to 
pass over the road—the Kingston and 
Montroal Batteries had preceded them a 
short time, and had requisitioned almosc 
everything in the way of food for the men 
and asleighs for the guna and ammunition. 
The supplies were furnished by the lum- 
ber camps many miles distant, and there 
had not been time to introduce uny sya- 
tem into the service; the troops fullowins 
some daya later were well looked after. 

The trip over the first gap was made on 
bobsleighs covered with rough plattorms 
of boards holdiny 16 to 20 men, who were 
constantly tossed from one end to the 
other, and overbouid, owing to the rough- 
ness of the road. ‘The temperature was 
10 degs. below zro, and he would not 
have been surprised if anyone had put it 
at 110 degs., a8 the cold was desperate. 
At cthe ond of the trip they had to trans- 
fer at once to flav oars, although they were 
already half frozeu, Those Jucky enough 
to fiud places in the middle got some 
protection and warmth, but the poor 
fellows who had to sic with their feet 
dangling over the sides suffered tormenta 
from the cold and wind, Add to this 
that everyone was almost wolfishly hun- 
gry. That morning (Guod Friday) they 
came to a round house; those who had 
atronyth to get off, did so—snme were tuo 
coll to be able to move, und had to be 
helped. This was at 3 o'clock. ‘The men 
managed to warm themselves jn the 
round-house, wfcer which they got a good 
square neal dt a near-by shanty; it con: 
sisted of fat pork, without a trace of lean, 
liberelly besmeared with “blackstrap"’,and 
a hunk of broad, and uot a man in the 
regiment but thought that sbantymen 
lived like lurds ob such fare. 

At 8 vloluck the samo morning the men 
began the walk over the eecond fap, as 
sleighs, could not be procured. The 
route was 22 miles across the Inke, and 
consumed eight hours. The road was so 
bad that some of the men, against the 
udvice of chy officers, removed their shocs 
in order to walk on the snow crust; soon 
theie stockings became worn ont and 
when they put on their boots again their 
wet feet chafed and bled and frostbites 
were common, Many men became snow- 
blind; Gol. Octer suffered more than any 
other from. this cause, being perfectly 
helpless for atime. When they reached 
the other aide of the luke it was found 
that the looked-for train bad not arrived. 
They were exhausted, hungry, half-frozan, 
aud without sleep for over 48 hours, The 
men huddled about a small firo by. turns, 
while picke:s had to be stationed to ham- 
mer with the butts of their rifles the mon 
who fell asleap on the snow, in order to 
save them from ‘he long sleep that 
knows no vaking.” At2 o'clock in tho 
Morning the construction train came puff 
ing Bluwly along and conveyed them 14 
miles to.» Hudson Bay post, where there 
Was a store, ‘The men were allov ed four 
hours for sleep, tut where? was tho 
question, A barn accommodated 260, but:

On Saturday they drove in eleigha and 
rode ou/A train a distance of 28 miles, and 
aster Sunday moroing fuond them again 
stowed on chcerless flat cars, but passing 
tbrough grand and inspiringecenory, Tho 
Present rector of the Memorial Ohurch ab 
London started the beautiful hymn, 

Nearer, my God, to Tneo,” and soon 
6very company joined in, At 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon they wore dumped cif in 
the snow to walk 10 miles across the lake 
to Red Rock; the trip was a repetition of 
the others, but when they reached tho 
fir side—oh, blivsful sight! they fuund a 
train of Pullman sleepers awaiting them. 
Ten minutes Jater every man was fast 
asleep in comfortable beds. Av Winnipeg 
a atay of five or six houra waa made, thon 
they pushed on to Bravdon, where Iadins 
hud refreahments waiting fur over 12 
hours. After a short stay nt tho station 
the troops pushed on to QuAppelle, 

Then osme startling news telling of tho 
terrible massacre at Prog Lake, of mur: 
dure at Battleford and of the impending 
Capture of tho fort there, aad other alarm- 
ing intelligence from various poin 8, Soon 
there camo an order to Cul. Octer to form 
4 flying column and hasten (o the relicf 
of the people at Battleford. Tho force 
comprised 600 men—tho Queen's Own 
Regiment, and a number of companica 
belonging to other battalions. They made 
thoir way to Swift Ourrent, the base of 
supplice, and toking with them only neo-

Marching all night they reached tho 
south branch of tho Saskatchewan In the

Finally the ferry boats arrived, they 

crossed with all possible expedition, and 

sovyon days later, in the oyening, their | 
advance guard reached a hill overlooking 
Battleford. The march was lator made 
the subject of admiring remarks in the 
house Of commons at Ottawa, and tHe, 
Minister of Militia, Sir A. P, Caron, ro- 

ceived a message of congratulatlon from © 
the British War Oflico authorities, 

Marching 30 miles per day for seven days 

was a foat worthy of any soldiery in the 

world. Some writers claimed later that 
the men rode much of the distanco in 

wagons, bu! that was untrue—only three 

wagons occompanied the expedition, and 

wore used for baggage; occasionally the 
men who had been on guard at halting 

placea were allowed to ride for half-an- 

hour or so in order to snatch a wink of 
sleep if posmble. ‘Their yuides were 50 
men of the North-West Mounted Police, 
in command of that experienced officer, 

Ool. Horchmer. Betore the furco reached 
Battleford vicinity they came in contuct 
with Indian mounted scouls, who har- 
rassed them at every opportunity and 
interrupted their rest by firing from a 
safu distance, and if other evidence of the 
ill-will of the savages’ were needed ic was 
fonnd in the lurid flames illum{niog the 
sky in tho direction of tho threaten:d 
town. Some of tha police scouts galloped 
forward and ascertained tbat the Indians 
had fired some abandoned dwellings, the 
inhabitants having sought refuge in the 
towa across the river. Ool. Otter had 
been criticized for not leading his force 
fhto Battleford thac night, but the plan 
he followed was in accord with the advice 
of Gol. Herchmer, the most experienced 
Indian fighter in the North-West, and was 
commended by those who knew the cir- 
cumstances. Had they attempted to 
make their way in at night they might 
have fallen into an ambush; on the other 
hand, the people of the town had been 
apprized of help at hand by sigual shots 
fired. 

Next morning ently the troops marched 
into the town unopposed, and recelved a 
hearty welcome from the citizens. The 
abaudoned houees in the old part of the 
town had been looted and their contenta 
destroyed. The savages seemed to have 
had a special aversion for feather beds— 
oyery one had been ripped open and the 
contents scattered. Mirrors had been 
broken in order to supply pieces with 
which to flash signala, and everywhere 
wrock and ruin had been wrought, ‘The 
joterior of a trading store presented a 
remarkable sight; liquor found in the cal- 
jar had evidently fired the Indians to 
greater feats in the Jine of destructicn, 
and after shattering eyerythiog in the 
stock that was breakable they had scatter- 
ed feathers all over the place and then 
emptied a barrel of treacle overall, ‘The 
result can hardly be imagined. 

Bad og this war, the Indians had been 
guilty of worse things. The wife of Payne, 
the Indian farin inatructur, was of Indian 
blood, but this fact did not saye him—he 
was tirat killed and the body hidden, and 
then his wife and child were slaughtered, 
The dwelling of Tremont, another victim, 
was marked with splashes of blood on the 
walls, and the unfortunate man’s body 
was found hidden under some straw in 
the yard. The population of Batileford 
comprised about 600 white people and 
300 half-brecds beligved to be loyal, Thy 
fort was a poor affiir surrounded by a 
stockade, and could not haye resisted a 
stout assault from a determined enemy, 

After a few days’ stay in the town scouts 
brought in news that Todians were gather- 
ing on the old historic fighting grounds at 
Cut Knife Creek, under corrmand of the 
celebrated Chief Poundmaker—a magnifi 
cent [adian 6 ft. 4 inches tall, crafty, 
experienced, and possessing great influence. 
He was suppoed to haye 600 ‘“‘bucka” with 
him, and others were on the way to join 
him. It was reported that he would) soon 
leave to join iiel, and in the absence of 
orders from General Middleton, 690 miles 
away, and the impossibility of notifying 
him, Col. Otter, with the approval of Col. 
Herchmer, decided to attack the Indians 
at Cut Knife and so provent their junction 
with the rebel leader, Riel. ‘The plan of | 
attack he adopted was exactly similar to 
that carried oat lately with such brilliant 
success at Sunnyside, South Africa. If 
Poundmaker and his thousand braves had 
joined Riel and entrenched themselves in 
the perfect rifle pits at Batoche the result 
of thut batele might have been far different. 

‘The force Col. Otter Jed against Pound- 
maker was made up of 250 picked men. A 
start was made at 12 o’cluck Saturday, and 
early Sunday morning they halted for o 
short rest. Ato quarter to 5 o'clock: they 
came across a deserted camp-fire, indionting 
that they were expected, and soon after, 
while crossing Cut Knife Creek, a volley 
rang out, causing the death of a Mounted 
Police scout, ‘he men were ordered to 
acek cover, but some disobeyed at firat and 
asarted ahead to reek the enemy; however 
they were recalled and soon atter & general 
advanco was ordered, By this time they 
were surrounded by Indians, who onvanced 
boldly, uttering loud criea and holding up
